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THE LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL BUILDING BY-LAWS 


FURTHER, although unfortunately not the final, 

stage has been reached in the process of making the 
building by-laws for London. Until seven years ago, the 
construction of buildings in London was governed rigidly 
and in considerable detail by several Acts of Parliament ; 
those Acts were consolidated in the London Building Act 
of 1930, which at the same time conferred on the London 
County Council power to modify or waive certain of their 
requirements. The Advisory Committee on the Amend- 
ment of the London Building Act, 1930, was then set up to 
review the whole question of building legislation and ad- 
ministration in London, and as a result of one of the major 
recommendations in its report, the London Building Act 
(Amendment) Act of 1935 was promoted and _ passed, 
giving the Council power to make building by-laws, and to 
substitute them for those clauses in the London Building 
Act by which constructional matters had previously been 
governed. The Council may thus make its own building 
reculations, and what is more important, amend them from 
time to time so as to keep them constantly up to date and 
abreast of modern practice, without going through the 
slow and costly process of reference to Parliament. 

In August, 1936, the London County Council published 
the by-laws it proposed to make under those powers. It is 
common knowledge that exception was taken by the 
building industry to many of them, and a large number of 
objections were lodged with the Minister of Health. There 
were in fact few of the proposed by-laws which escaped 
criticism, and many conferences were held between the 
Council’s officers and the objecting bodies, with a view to 
meeting their criticisms. The result of these negotiations 
appears in the by-laws which were approved, but not 
“made,” by the Council on May 4. In view of the extensive 
alterations, and the fact that in the process of meeting 
objections certain new by-laws were added, it becomes 
necessary to repeat the procedure laid down by the 1935 
Act. The proposed by-laws as amended have therefore 
been republished, and an advertisement of the Council’s 
intention to make them appears in the Press to-day. 
Any authority, body, or person desirous of objecting to any 
of them may do so in the prescribed manner, but it is 
much to be hoped that no new objections will be made, 
and that the by-laws will be allowed to pass to the Council’s 
Statute Book substantially in their present form. 

The Council has already agreed that after three years it 
will invite the observations of interested parties upon 
their working, and consider their revision in the light of such 
observations. The building industry will thus have an 
opportunity of testing them out in actual practice for a 
period, and during that period it will be protected by the 
Council’s power of waiver from any hardships they may 
unwittingly impose. A perusal of the by-laws as now pub- 
lished indicates, however, that the industry will have 
little to complain about, since practically all the blemishes 
of the August draft have been removed. A comparison 
of the two documents bears witness to the extreme care 
with which the professional institutions and trade associa- 
tions in the building industry examined the earlier draft and 
stated their objections, as well as to the patience and 
fairness with which the Council and its officers considered 
them. 

It would be premature to discuss the present draft by- 
laws in any detail, since they have not yet the force of 
law, but brief reference may be made to some of the im- 
provements which have been effected. In the first place, 
attention has been drawn in large type at the head of.the 
by-laws to Section 9 of the Act, which authorises the 
Council, in relation to any particular building or structure, 
to modify or waive, subject to such terms and conditions 
as it thinks fit, any of the requirements of any by-law, and 
requires the Council to keep a register, open to public 
inspection, of all the modifications which it so authorises, 
with any terms and conditions it may attach. This power 
cf waiver is important, and it is no less important that its 
existence and purport should be known to everybody who 
uses the by-laws, whether officially or unofficially. It 
means that, while the by-laws are sufficiently definite for 
all ordinary purposes, they are not so rigid that they cannot 
be departed from, with the knowledge and approval of the 
Council, when special conditions arise. It also permits 
the introduction, under proper safeguard, of new materials 
and new methods of construction. The special attention 
which is drawn to Section 9 will make it clear to those who 


are not governed by London building law, but may wish 
to be guided by it, that a material or process which the 
by-laws may appear to forbid is not in actual fact forbidden, 
but permitted on conditions appropriate to each case. 
The register of waivers will automatically indicate, by the 
number of modifications of any by-law which may be 
authorised, when that by-law has become obsolete and 
ought to be revised. 

The amendment of By-law 157 to provide that a builder 
dissatisfied with a district surveyor’s decision may 
appeal to the Council, will be welcomed by the industry, 
and should have a beneficial effect in securing uniformity 
in the administration of the by-laws in the various districts 
into which the County of London is divided. It has,in the 
past, too often been the case that a district surveyor’s 
interpretation of the regulation has not coincided with that 
of his colleague in an adjoining district. This appeal to 
the Council provides a means whereby a measure of unifor- 
mity may be attained. The present by-laws do nothing to 
to put appeals from the Council’s decision on a more satis- 
factory basis—that is beyond the scope of the 1935 Act 
under which they are made—but it is understood that the 
recommendations of the Advisory Committee in that 
respect will be carried into effect in a new Act. 

The amendments to the technical provisions of the by- 
laws will generally meet the views of the objecting bodies, 
although the “loading” clauses. have been encumbered 
with a new paragraph, requiring the computation of the 
effect of point loads on floors, and, it is doubtless 
an .oversight that will be remedied that a timber floor 
may be calculated for a lighter load than a steel or reinforced 
concrete floor. The by-law relating to concrete has been 
much improved. The requirements of the August draft 
were obscure, and while the new clause is not entirely 
free from criticism it is workable, and the difference 
between the two recognised grades of concrete is more 
definitely stated. It is in the sections relating to structural 
steel and reinforced concrete that the principal alterations 
have been made. Those relating to structural steel now 
follow closely the requirements of the Code of Practice, 
which was adopted by the Council in 1932, and which has 
since been used as a basis for applications for waiver from 
the requirements of the 3rd schedule of the 1930 Act. It 
is, however, scarcely logical that the permissible stresses 
in structural steel in grillage foundations should be 50 per 
cent. greater than those in steel reinforcement in & similar 
situation. By-law 86 is somewhat indeterminate ;_ it 
requires, presumably under penalty, that the effective 
length of a column shall be assumed to have a value inter- 
mediate between its actual length and twice its actual 
length depending upon the efficiency of the imperfect 
restraint at one end. One wonders how a magistrate will 
deal with offenders against this by-law. The reason for 
the addition of new clauses limiting the application of the 
more important reinforced concrete by-laws to skeleton 
frame buildings is not clear. The permissible stresses, and 
the design, fabrication and erection of reinforced concrete 
in composite buildings, are now left to be “as approved 
by the district surveyor,” who is guided only by the 
instruction that the standard of stability shall not be 
inferior to that required by the omitted by-law. 

The attention of the Minister of Health will no doubt be 
drawn by the appropriate bodies to the few points we have 
mentioned, and doubtless some others, but their rectifica- 
tion should present no serious difficulty, nor delay the final 
adoption of the by-laws. The proposed timber by-laws 
have been dealt with in a similar manner to the general 
by-laws, although the revisions which have been made 
do not in that case appear to necessitate their republication. 
Some few objections have not yet been withdrawn, and 
the Minister of Health will be called upon to express his 
opinion as to whether the by-laws to which objection is 
taken should be made by the Council in the form originally 
proposed, or whether they should be altered. The Minister 
cannot insist upon any alteration ; if he supports the ob- 
jector’s views, the Council cannot make the by-law in its 
present form, but it need not make it in any revised form. 
It is therefore for the objector to consider whether the 
by-law as published is better or worse than no by-law at 
all. Presumably the timber by-laws will have completed 
the process of revision before the general by-laws, but it 
is hoped that opportunity will be taken of publishing them 
together in one document.

Exhibition of Work by 
Mr. C. F. A. Voysey. 

An exhibition. of work by Mr. C. F. A. 
Voysey is now on view at the Victoria 
and Albert Museum. It consists of archi- 
tecture, furniture, metal work and wall- 
papers. Although Mr. Voysey has retired 
from practice, his reputation increases. 
Time is the true test of the merits of archi- 
tecture and design, and Mr. Voysey’s 
works have stood that test well. His 


“White Horse Inn, 1905,” must have 


been in advance of its’ time; it is a pleas- 
ing work, and would to-day attract the 
attention of those who are. studying this 
class of design. ‘‘Spade House, Sand- 
gate,” built for Mr. H. G. Wells, is a 
simple, unpretentious house, as pleasing 
to-day as the day it was built. Another

is that built for Miss F. Knight, at 
Henley-in-Arden. The examples of 
thatched cottages at Elmsthorpe are dis- 
tinctly picturesque and homelike, and add 
charm to the landscape. Mr. Voysey’s 
stained glass is vigorous in design and 
strong in colour. His wallpapers show 
skill and judgment in pattern, design and 
colour; a good example is the exhibit

‘* Love-in-a-mist.”’ Mr. Voysey would 


have succeeded in either of these branches 


of art had he not practised architecture. 
Least satisfactory is his furniture, which 
to-day would be described as “ arty.” 
Metal work is also good, but this is dated. 
Criticism on points of detail might be 
made, but few artists have been so con- 
sistently good ag Mr. Voysey. The exhibi- 
tion remains open up to July 31. 


Mars Group, 
Modern Architecture Exhibition. 

Tue first Modern Architecture Exhibi- 
tion, 1937, of the Mars Group will open at 
the New Burlington Galleries on June 21. 
It is being arranged by the Mars (Modern 
Architectural Research) Group. The ex- 
hibition will not be just a show of photo- 
graphs of buildings, but is being designed 
to explain to the public the principles 
that lie behind the work of the modern 
architects. It is intended to demonstrate 
the real character of modern design as 
something that takes the maximum ad- 
vantage of modern technical progress, 
especially suited to the present day. By 
means of models, diagrams, specimens of 
materials, photographs, etc., built up 
round the walls of the galleries into an 
unified story, it will explain in a graphic 
manner the service that architecture has 
to perform, the elaborate technique which 
is at its command to-day, how modern 
architecture uses this technique, and, 
finally, the westhetic possibilities modern 
architecture offers. The human qualities 
in modern building will be emphasised. 
A series of lectures on various aspects of 
modern architecture will be given during 
the exhibition. 


Dundee School of 
Architecture. 

THE Governors of Dundee Institute of 
Art and Technology have decided, on the 
casting vote of Lord Provost Phin, that 
the School of Architecture, at present 
located in the Technical College, should 
be transferred to the College of Art as 
from April 30 of this year. Mr. Frank J. 
Donald, who spoke, said that by the 
suggested transfer the Technical College 
would lose nothing in its status, whereas 
the College of Art, if it did not include 
the architectural department, would 
never take its rightful place as a great 
centre of education. Young architects 
were leaving Dundee because of the lack 
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of adequate architectural education, and 
pecause their future prospects were so 


poor. 


Housing Progress: A Resolution 
for Extension of Subsidy. 

Ar the West Midland Conference of the 
National Housing and Town Planning 
Council, held in Birmingham, a resolution 
was passed that the satisfactory solution 
of housing problems depended upon the 
construction of further good standard 
dwellings at rents within the means of 
lower paid workers, and such work could 
only be undertaken by the local authori- 
ties if adequate Exchequer assistance was 
provided. The Executive was therefore 
asked to urge the Government to ensure 
that Exchequer contributions for slum 
clearance under the 1936 Act should be 
available for all replacement houses com- 
pleted before December 31, 1941, and that 
the contribution of £5 a year for 20 years 
should be available for all houses 
provided by local authorities and housing 
associations for abatement of overcrowd- 
ing.

Proposed Water Offices and Workshops, 
Belfast. 
The Belfast City and District Water 
Commissioners invite architects resident 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland to 


.submit designs in competition for the new 


offices of the Commissioners proposed to 
be erected on a site in Queen-street, 
Belfast. Mr. Austen Hall, F.R.I.B.A., is 
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assessor and premiums of £300, £200, and 
£100 are offered. Designs must be sent ph 
July 31 to the Secretary, Water Office, 
Belfast, from whom conditions, site plans, 
ete., are obtainable on deposit of £1 ls. 
Questions must be addressed to the Secre. 
tary on or before May 31. 

Following are points from the ¢op. 
ditions :— 

The extent of the site may be seen from 
the accompanying plan. <A new road will be 
formed where shown connecting Queen-street 
and Fountain-street. This road may be built 
over at first-floor level at each end. Any 
secondary entrances required can be formed 
in this road. Gates are to be provided at each 
end to close the road at night, and a clear 
width of 20 ft. must be left for road and foot- 
path. The main entrance to the new offices 
is to be in Queen-street. Rights of light and 
ventilation may be ignored for the purpose of 
the competition, but care should be taken to 
ensure a good angle of light for the new offices, 
which can be set back as required. 

The Commissioners desire to erect a modern 
office building. Particular attention will be 
given to economical planning, and good light 
is required in all rooms. Internal walls should 
be adaptable as far as possible to meet chang- 
ing conditions. Competitors may put the de- 
partments where they like. The sizes of the 
rooms [given in.a schedule] are considered 
to be the minimum and should not be reduced. 
Some space for further extension is required, 
and this is left to competitors’ discretion to 
provide as they may find it convenient in 
planning. The elevations may be designed in 
any way that competitors consider suitable. 
There are no adjoining buildings of impor- 
tanve that need to be taken into account. 
The buildings must be of fire-resisting con- 
struction, and they must conform to the by- 
laws and regulations of the City of Belfast. 
The Commissioners consider that a sum not 
exceeding £90,000 will be sufficient to meet 
the cost of the new offices. This sum is ex- 
clusive of the cost of pulling down existing 
buildings and clearing the site, piling for 
foundations, architect’s fees, etc. 

The following summary of departments, 
with positions, accompanies the Schedule of 
Accommodation :—Board room 2,460 sq. ft., 
first floor; secretary 2,230 sq. ft., first floor; 
typists 560 sq. ft., first floor; engineer 
2,960 sq. ft., first and second floors; accoun- 
tant 2 000 sq. ft., ground floor; rate collectors 
2,200 sq. ft. , ground floor ; inspectors 2,500 sq. 
ft., ground "floor ; general 1,550 sq. ft. ; and 
workshops 5,400 sq. ft., separate building. 
The floor areas given are exclusive of cori- 
dors, stairs and lavatories.

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CORONATION 


Fxiacs and flowers, crosses and crowns, 
billowing banners—London, warmed by 
May sunshine, has cast her cloak away 
and reveals herself running over with 
colour—scarlet, white, and gold. But this 
apparently spontaneous flowering is the 
result of six months of hard labour on 
the part of the Committee of Architects 
entrusted with the creation of London’s 
party dress. 

Mr. Grey Wornum’s gigantic task was 
the City of Westminster, all of Oxford- 
street, and the Strand up to Temple Bar. 
Sir Giles Scott organised the City, and 
the Office of Works, under Sir James Grey 
West, had charge of the official stands, 
the Annexe to the Abbey, and such 
“plums” as the Mall and the East 
Carriage Drive. This control by a small 
committee has resulted in a unity and 
consistency along the whole six miles of 
processional route which was not achieved 
at the Jubilee. 


Let us follow the route which the pro- 
cession took on Wednesday, and pick 
out the “high spots.” 


The Mall. 

When the Royal Procession left Buck- 
ingham Palace it turned down the Mall. 
The spacious Mall, facing the trees of St. 
James’s Park, with Nash’s Carlton House- 
terrace sitting up behind, is worthy of 
pageantry, and the Office of Works has 
done well by it. The great white, gold- 
fringed banners, hanging from cross-trees, 
are divided by a drape of scarlet and sur- 
mounted by a fringed gold pelmet and 
gold crown—the whole in the grand 
manner. The front of the stands repeats 
the scarlet and white motif, and looking 
along the vista towards the Admiralty 
Arch one expects all the Knights of 
Christendom to come riding back from the 
Crusades. Towards the Admiralty Arch 
red and white give way to blue banners, 
which lead up to a magnificent massing 
of white ensigns on the Arch itself. Laurel 
wreaths and boxes of delicate blue 
hydrangeas and azaleas complete the 
terminal scheme. 

Passing through the Arch, the cavalcade 
turned south into Whitehall, passing 
bronze Charles I on his bronze horse, 
now surrounded by bannered masts with 
Maypole ribbons. Whitehall is impres- 
sive with flags, dark blue at the 
Admiralty, Mediterranean blue at the Air 
Ministry, Union Jacks at the War Office. 
The windows of the Treasury are draped 
with yellow, and boxes of hydrangeas 
and azaleas are everywhere. Masts line 
the street, with shield-like banners red 
and white showing the royal arms. The 
lamp-post islands have also a scheme of 
decoration which adds yet another note 
of red and white. All lead up to the Gate 
of Honour, at the foot of Parliament- 
street, which consists of four 60-ft. 
pylons carrying great white banners with 
the Royal Arms surmounted on cross- 
trees—a fitting entrance to Parliament- 
square. 


Now we can see what appears to be a 
circus in the market place of a French 
cathedral; town. It is only the stands, 
but what.a fascinating picture they make 
banked up steeply against the Abbey, 
hiding St. Margaret’s, covering the corner 
of the Guildhall, engulfing Westminster 
Hospital, and filling Parliament-square. 
They are a triumph of engineering, and 
yet look romantic with their awnings and 
canopies and chevron edgings, red on 
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buff. The most charming effect is given 
by trees appearing through the artificial 
forest of tubular steel, shooting up 
through awnings, and bursting out green 
in unexpected places. The background of 
Gothic towers completes the picture of 
Westminster Fair. One certainly feels 
that the Office of Works ought to provide 
a bear on a chain, apprentices and 
maidens dancing, and even Petrouchka 
sad inacorner. The next point of interest 
is the temporary annexe to the Abbey, 
designed under the direction of Sir James 
Grey West, where the Coronation Proces- 
sion was marshalled. This is a steel- 
framed building, finished externally in 
plaster, which tones in reasonably well 
with its surroundings. The feeling is 
Gothic, but so modernised as to be hardly 
evident, except for the long lines of the 
perpendicular, which are terminated by 
semi-heraldic animals in plaster. Instead 
of a porte-cochére there is a canopy, above 
which is a rather squat central tower, 
which carries the flagstaff for the Royal 
Standard. The woodwork of the doors is 
in a lovely wych elm, said to be taken 
from the foundations of the old Waterloo 
Bridge, and certainly of a béautiful warm 
grey. The windows are perpendicular in 
character, the ribs imitated by metal bars 
and enriched by heraldic devices. 


On the return journey the Procession 
passed beneath Big Ben and turned left 
along the Victoria Embankment. Here 
all is gay, with floating grandstands and 
red banners among the trees, and the 
‘Crested Eagle” in its element. The 
riverside is more beautiful still under 
flood-lighting, the County Hall with 
columns picked out in a curious green, 
while its roof and central tower glow a 
Mephistophelian red. Past Charing Cross 
Bridge, which has hidden its sinister looks 
under a gay coat of paint and bunting, 
we pass into Northumberland-avenue, 
where the Royal Empire Society has made 
a great splash with blue flags and yellow 
festoons, but even this does little to liven 
the Victorian countenance of this solid 
thoroughfare. 


Back again in Trafalgar-square, the rest 
of the route to the Marble Arch is in the 
hands of the City of Westminster. Mr. 
Wornum has achieved a certain unifor- 
mity by lining the whole of the route with 
standards of the same type. These are 
of a lantern design with long streamers 
of white and colour—rather like English 
Maypoles under Venetian influence. Per- 
haps they are a little poor in scale, 
perhaps they are not simple enough in 
design, although their detail is charming, 
but the fact remains that their consistent 
repetition provides something ordered, to 
hold in check the riotous individualism of 
Piccadilly and Oxford-street. A central 
line of colour has also been obtained by 
using the lamps and lamp islands in the 
centre of- the road whenever possible— 
white banners and the Arms of West- 
minster being the motif. 


Pall Mall is magnificent with the club 
grandstands; blue seems the predominat- 
ing colour, leading up to the blue and 
gold balconies of the Atheneum, Having 
traversed St. James’s-street, the cavalcade 
entered Piccadilly, ‘which is. lined* with 
standards and with a centre row of white 
banners. Here we have an example of 
very original -déecoration in the facade of 
“‘Simpson’s,” which looks like an inno- 
cent young girl beside loud and sophisti- 
cated neighbours. Broad bands of trellis, 
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thickly studded with pink roses, nearly 
cover the whole front, and against the 
pretty green of the window sashes the 
effect is charming. The circus itself jg 
disappointing, being a mess of individual] 
efforts, but the Regent-street Quadrant 
has a regular formation of blue and req 
draped windows. Regent-street itself jg 
good, the background being quieter, and 
the standards following each other closely 
round the wide sweep are at their most 
effective. Oxford Circus reached, the 
procession turned west to the Marble 
Arch along the street ‘where millions 
shop. Here nothing has any chance 
against the patriotism of the big and little 
stores, and quite frankly the official] 
decorations do not tell, but the jumble is 
interesting. Of the individual efforts, 
John Lewis and Selfridge stand out. The 
first has a simple scheme of banners, 
heavy hanging, with a gold crown. Hung 
close together they look amazingly fine, 
Selfridge’s, on the other hand, have 
almost encased their building—every inch 
is covered. Monumental sculptures and 
reliefs, panoramic paintings, drapery and 
flowers, all are there. The net result is 
staggering but epic. At the Marble Arch, 
which is simply done with flags, the pro- 
cession passed on its last lap down the 
East Carriage Drive, which boasts the 
same standards and flags as the Mall, to 
Hyde Park Corner. Thence, down 
tree-lined Constitution Hill to the 
Palace, starting point and journey’s end 
in the day’s proceedings. 


In the City. 


Curiously enough, the Coronation Pro- 
cession did not pass through the City at 
any point, but at the Thanksgiving Ser- 
vice, on a later date, the new King will 
drive through in State. All is prepared, 
and in the opinion of many, the decora- 
tion of the City is one of the most success- 
ful efforts of all. The scheme has been 
kept uniform right through; the City flag, 
a red cross on a white ground, with the 
sword in one quarter, is the motif. Hung 
overhead down the centre of the narrow 
streets, with streamers of red and white 
chevron, looped to the houses on either 
side, the effect is like walking under a 
continuous archway. The design is big in 
scale, and is helped by the narrowness 
and gradient of the streets; the colour is 


‘clean and simple. and very gay. The 


view up Ludgate Hill to St. Paul’s is one 
of the pictures that will remain in the 
memory. 


There is one unofficially decorated street 
in London which has a beauty worth re- 
cording, and that is Bond-street. There 
has been much controversy over it among 
the public, because it happens to be dif- 
ferent. It is the result of the Bond- 
street Association’s wish to have a uni- 
form scheme for their street, directed by 
one person. As the result of a competition 
it was put into the hands of Mrs. Richard 
Acland, a student of the Architectural 
Association School. Nothing simpler could 
be imagined than this scheme of long 
white banners with a conventional 
coloured crown at the foot of each one, 
yet it achieves character and atmosphere. 
As one stands at the Piccadilly end of the 
street, this undulating sea of white 
obscures the shops and turns Bond-street 
into a mysterious white lane. 


Last, but not least, we should talk of 
floodlighting, which is of vast ingenuity 
and on an enormous scale. But at the 
time of writing we can only imagine it; 
however, it is safe to assume that it will 
add that touch of strangeness and mystery 
to something already very beautiful.

DAVISON 
TWO APPRECIATIONS 


RaFFLEs Davison is dead—at the ripe 
age of 84. An Honorary Associate of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, he 
has been the friend of generations of 
architects, and was welcome wherever he 
went. For over sixty years he had never 
been without a sketch book in his pocket. 
Always a student, jotting down in season 
and out of season anything and-everything 
of character and beauty which caught his 
eye, he enjoyed his job, and must have 
made acres of drawings in his day. Many 
of these were published from time to 
time. and a few years ago some friends 
produced—in book form—a record of his 
life and work with a selection of his 
drawings, and this was subscribed for by 
many architects throughout the country. 


Born at Stockton-on-Tees in 1853, the 
son of a Congregational minister, he was 
trained as: an architect and travelled 
widely throughout rural England, every 
corner of which he knew and loved, and 
his ‘‘Rambling Sketches ’—about 10,000 
in number—appeared consecutively, week 
after week, in the “ British Architect,” of 
which he was the Editor for nearly 40 
years. 


In addition to this he was a great per- 
spective*artist, much sought after by most 
of the well-known men of his time. He 
had the power of interpreting architects’ 
plans and elevations and expressing them 
in relation to their surroundings as they 
would appear when erected, and this was 
not only of assistance and value to their 
alients, but frequently served to show 
architects themselves the weaknesses of 
their compositions. 


A good critic and a discriminating ob- 
server, he was able to become really 
interested in his friends’ schemes, and 
was ever ready to assist them to obtain 
their objects, with little thought to his 
own advantage. 


In 1914 he took a leading part in the 
founding of ‘“‘ The London Society,”’ now 
a flourishing institution, which continues 
to exercise a most beneficial influence on 
all that pertains to the welfare of 
London. 


From an address he gave to students 
the following is noteworthy. “If you 
pursue art with a wholehearted devotion 
and sincerity, if it is a genuine delight, 
and not a mere affectation or the means to 
the attainment of position or profit or 
fame, you will have no great cause to 
look back on your efforts with regret. 
Your greatest regret will be in the short- 
ness of life. You will have no reason to 
regret that. you have not succeeded in 
being more like somebody else, however 
fumous or worthy of regard. The greatest 


’ satisfaction you can secure will be in 


having been true to yourself and your own 
powers, Therefore I would urge you to 
possess your own souls in artistic ideals.” 


And now that we look back on his long 
life we realise how applicable this is to 
his own case. Always true to himself, 
his art:to him was ever a genuine delight, 
and to: the end he retained a naturalness 
and charm of manner which endeared him 
to all who knew him, and which flowed 
from a heart pure and undefiled: Par- 
ticularly was this the case with children 
and young people, who ever accepted him. 
as one of themselves—loved by him and 
by them beloved.

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THE LATE T. RAFFLES DAVISON, F.S.A., 
HON. A.R.I.B.A. 


No one can very well know a man for 
50 years, and for half of that period 
intimately, without learning a good deal 
about his work and character, and that 
is no doubt why I have been asked to 
say something about my old friend Raffles 
Davison, whose death last week in the 
fulness of years will be deeply regretted 
by those of his own generation who are 
still with us and those younger men who 
had the privilege of his friendship and 
have profited by his work. 


Of Davison’s contribution to what we owe 
to those who precede us, there can be no un- 
certainty. As a brilliant and prolific archi- 
tectural draughtsman at his prime (and at a 
period when time and study were given by 
architectural students to the making of pic- 
torial representations of proposed buildings, 
and the drawing and sketching of existing 
masterpieces of architecture was part of an 
architect’s training), Raffles Davison was 
acknowledged as the equal of even such con- 
temporaries as Horsley, Gascoigne, Lethaby, 
Baggallay and Paul. Though trained as an 
architect, he did not practise to any extent, 
for his great gift of drawing directed his 
course in the pursuit of a career, and it was 
as an architectural draughtsman, in the pic- 
torial presentation of the designs of archi- 
tects, that he found an opening for his genius 
and really created a style of his own. In 
this respect he was fortunate, for what was 
a lifelong delight was also the means of a 
livelihood, and though he did not enjoy, as 
the architect does, the pleasures of design, 
throughout his long career he was an enthusias- 
tic and reasoning admirer of the architecture 
of the gy and present, but with very little 
sympathy for modernistic work, which he 
failed to understand, fcr to ‘‘ design in 
beauty, build in truth” had a definite 
meaning for him. His interest in the col- 
lateral arts was general, but their study was 
not neglected, nor was the art of writing, 
which, as a journalist and author of several 
little books, the practised with success, but 
his great and absorbing interest in life was 
in sketching such objects as beautiful weather- 
worn old churches and cottages and other 
interesting buildings, and in making 
perspective drawings for most of the leading 
architects of his time. His popularity as a 
delineator of proposed new buildings was at 
one time considerable, especially in the pre- 
paration of drawings for architectural compe- 
titions, in which the value of a pleasing repre- 
sentation of a design was fully realised by 
architects, and his experience of this class 
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of work was found of great help by architects 
in tthe prepatation of their designs. 

His achievement in the production of archi. 
tectural drawings and sketches was amaz. 
ing. Apart from his Rambling and other 
sketches, numbering some 15,000, he pro. 
duced many hundreds of architectural 
drawings, many of which have been ex. 
hibited in the Architectural Gallery of 
the Royal Academy, and numbers of thege 
drawings are to be found in architects’ offices 
in all parts of the country and, in not a few 
cases, in offices overseas, including the 
U.S.A., where, in New York and elsewhere, 
an exhibition of his drawings and sketches 
was hheld some time after the War. Several 
other exhibitions of his drawings and 
sketches thave also been held in this country 
in the Galleries of the R.I.B.A., when many 
of his pastel drawings and sketches were sold, 
and the esteem in which he was held by his 
many friends and admirers was shown in the 
interest taken in his work, 

Perhaps the best expression of this regard 
was shown in the publication in 1927 of a 
‘““ Record of Life and Work from 1870 to 
1926,’ the guarantors of which included most 
of the leading architects of the day. The 
volume consists of a selection of Davison’s 
drawings and sketches—only a small part of 
the many thousands he made, but indicative 
of the quality of his work as a whole, and 
indicative, also, in the editorial contributions 
by various writers, of his services in the 
cause of art, and especially architecture. 
The claim made for him that his inborn sense 
of beauty was the guiding influence in the 
production of his charming sketches will be 
admitted by all who knew him intimately, 
and for that reason, and ‘because of his many 
years of active work in the advancement of 
architecture, it is surprising he did not receive 
some more distinctive honour, though it has 
to be added that many years ago he was 
elected an Hon. Associate of the R.I.B.A. 

I might emphasise some of the characteris- 
tics of Davison’s sketches and drawings apart 
from their charm—their accuracy in form 
and detail, their sense of proportion, and the 
definite indication of personality shown in 
them; but what I feel about much of his 
work is so well put by the Editors of the 
“* Record ”’ of his life that I will quote from 
the volume. In referring to his “‘ sketches of 
some beautiful buildings and beautiful crafts- 
manship,’’ they remark: ‘‘ They display the 
same serious punpose which is so evident in 
his architectural drawings, the faculty of 
emphasising salient characteristics and perma- 
nent tbeauty. Rendered with that delightful 
touch and delicate discrimination in selection 
and point of view familiar to so many, they 
should be all the more prized, as such sub- 
jects unhappily become rarer by reason of 
the destructive effect of time and the rude 
and too often impious hand of man.’’ 

Davison’s life’s work will no doubt be 
suitably recorded ‘by others familiar with his 
achievements, who will regret that the mind 
and hand that worked for so many years in 
the contemplation and drawing of beauty in 
art and nature are now at rest. And they 
will regret ithe passing of a man of singu- 
larly steadfast purpose in his passion for his 
art, who, in the pursuit of beauty, seemed 
to have beautified his own nature. I knew 
him intimately for a quarter of a century, for 
the greater part of which period he was a 
loyal colleague and_ helper. In work, in 
recreation, in travel, I never heard him say 
an unkind or uncharitable word, or express 
what could be called a base or unworthy 
thought, and I am sure he was incapable. of 
doing so. He had the power to inspire true 
and lasting friendship, and the world is 
poorer to his friends now that he is no more.

THE new Chelsea suspension bridge was opened 
on Thursday, May 6, by the Right Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, C.M.G., Prime Minister of 
the Dominion of Canada. The old _ bridge, 
designed by Thomas Page, was opened in March, 
1858, and cost £95,000. It was a light suspen- 
sion structure of wrought iron. The height of 
the four towers carrying the chains was 97 ft. . 
above high-water mark. The bridge was al out ES fern 
700 ft. long, and was divided by the two piers mt 
supporting the towers into three spans, the 
centre being 333 ft. wide. The width of the 
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carriageway was 29 ft. 4 in., and each footway = ante Ain 
7 ft. 2 in. : es 
One of the recommendations of the Royal ae 
Commission on Cross-river Traffic in London, F . ss ian ae da 
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which reported in November, 1926, was that 
Chelsea Bridge should be rebuilt and widened 
in order to make it. available for all classes of THE NEW BRIDGE. 
traffic. The Improvements Committee advised 
that the bridge should be reconstructed to take

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six lines of traffic with two 12-ft. footways. The 
cost of this was estimated at £659,250, of which 
60 per cent. would be defrayed by the Minister 
of Transport.: Subsequently it was decided to 
build a four-line bridge, the Minister having 
offered a, grant at the rate of 60 per cent. towards 
the cost. The cost of the bridge, including the 
provision of a temporary footbridge during the 
period of reconstruction, was estimated at 
£365,000. The tender for the work was accepted 
in August, 1924. 

The new bridge, like its predecessor, is a sus- 
pension bridge, and is sited in substantially the 
same position, the centre line being 3 ft. 
upstream of that of the old bridge. The prin- 
cipal dimensions of the new structure are :—

The bridge has a carriageway 40 ft. wide for 
four lines of traffic, and two footways with a 
minimum width of 12 ft. at the towers and 
13 ft. 11 in. elsewhere.. As in the old bridge, 
the footways are carried on cantilever brackets 
outside the stiffening girders. 

The foundations of the piers are carried about 
30 ft. below the river bed and founded in hard 
London clay at a depth of 40 ft. below Ordnance 
Datum, so as to allow for future dredging to 
deepen the navigation channel. The founda- 
tions are of concrete, approximately 107 ft. long, 
27 ft. wide and 16 ft. 6 in. deep, The piers 
themselves—100 ft. 6 in. long and 20 ft. wide— 
are of the same material, but above low-water 
level the concrete is faced with Cornish granite 
both on the vertical surfaces and on the tops 
of the piers. The abutment foundations are also 
founded on London clay, but being less 
heavily loaded, they are carried to a_ lesser 
depth. The type of construction—concrete with 
granite facing—is similar to that of the piers. 
The wing walls at either abutment, running 
back landwards, are supported on reinforced 
concrete piles in order to save the cost of the 
deep foundations that would have been neces- 
sary if they had been carried to clay level. 

The bridge is of the self-anchoring type; that 
is to say, the suspension cables are attached to 
the ends of the stiffening girders, these girders 
being made sufficiently strong to take the hori- 
zontal component of the cable tension, The ver- 
tical component, which is comparatively small, 
is taken by the new abutments through links, 
the bases of which are anchored into the concrete. 
The stiffening girders are of box section, and 
are constructed of high tensile steel, the latter 
effecting a substantial saving in weight and cost 
as compared with mild steel. Each girder is 
provided with three hinges, a permanent hinge 
close to each tower and a temporary one in tlw 
middle for erection purposes. 

The steel towers are severely simple in design, 
square in plan, and rise to the height of 55 ft. 
above the deck. The deck framing between the 
stiffening girders is of steel cross girders, 
stringers and secondary bearers supporting « 
floor of buckle plates. A protective coating of 
asphalt covers the buckle plates, and on this is 
laid the concrete foundation for the wood blocks 
with which the carriageway is paved. The foot- 
way decking is formed of transverse steel 
troughing, supported on longitudinal stringers 
which rest on the cantilever brackets. The 
paving is of asphalt on a concrete foundation. 

The engineers responsible for the general and 
detailed design and executive supervision of the 
works were Messrs. Rendel, Palmer and Tritton, 
Chartered Civil Engineers, Westminster, the 
resident engineer being Mr. Duncan Kennedy, 
M.Inst.C.E. Advice on general (architectural) 
treatment was afforded by the council’s archi+ 
tect, Mr. G. Topham Forrest, F.R.I.B.A. (up to 
March, 1935), and his successor, Mr. E. P. 
Wheeler, F.R.I.B.A., whose acting representa- 
tive was Mr. J. Maxwell Scott. The Royal 
Fine Art Commission was also consulted. 

The whole of the work was carried out under 
contract by Messrs. Holloway Bros. (London), 
Ltd., whose tender amounted to £310,736 19s. 2d. 
Their agent on the site was Mr. A, E. Reid, 
B.Sc., A.M.Inst.C.E.

Tuts Church of the First Martyrs, Chellow 
Grange, Bradford, was designed for the Rev.

It 
was built to accommodate a central altar. 
(‘‘In complete sympathy with the Liturgy,”’ 
says Father O’Connor, ‘‘ we begin by making 
the altar conspicuous and most accessible, 
since you will not revive the Liturgy before 
you disinter it.) Economy in quantity of 
material has been effected in providing only 
a low outer wall to the main hall and adopt- 
ing an octagonai plan (almost a circle—the 
ideal) instead of a Greek cross. The normal 
rise of roof with the addition of a central 
dome affords sufficient loftiness. The span is 
70 ft. approximately. 

The body of the church was designed with- 
out columns to enable the congregation to 
have an unobstructed view of both altar and 
pulpit, and also in order that it could be 
used as a parochial hall when necessary. 
The large raking piers, 6ft. by 2ft. 6in., 
are introduced to spread the concentrated 
roof evenly on the foundations at what would 
be weak points otherwise. 

The walls are of local stone of variegated 
colours, backed with Qin. brickwork. All ex- 
ternal arches are formed of ‘‘ punch drest’”’ 
shaped wallstones only. Inside the church 
the walls are lined with dark brown sand- 
faced bricks (Harrotex), with every fourth 
course a lighter colour and projecting. These 
cover the walls up to the springing of the 
arched windows and arched openings and are 
capped with a stone chamfered string. Above

this string the walls are plastered and dis- 
tempered cream, as are the ribs and purlins. 

The roof is covered with ‘‘ Penrhyn 3rds”’ 
and bitumen-Hessian sacking felt. Its con- 
struction is unusual but essentially sound and 
economical, being on the dome principle—the 
steel purlins serving the double purpose of 
supporting the dead load and containing the 
thrust of the eight curved ribs. There is a 
steel-framed collar or crown which supports 
the 18-in. walls of the octagonal dome, and 
this is, of course, in compression, although 
until the continuous purlins were complete 
the top and bottom members were positive 
and negative stresses respectively, as with 
ordinary trusses. The possibility of distor- 
tion of the roof by wind pressure was re- 
stricted by the application of the central 
dome (practically a concentrated load of 50- 
60 tons) and using built-up ribs averaging 
5 ft. depth in lieu of single R.S.J-s. 

The procedure in erection was that the 
eight ribs and crown were erected and the 
ends left free on the padstones, the rolled- 
steel I-section purlins were attached but not 
bolted up, leaving room for deflection or play 
in the ribs. The certtral stone octagon was 
built to half its height, then the purlin con- 
nections were tightened and the rafters, 
boards and slates fixed. The steel ribs and 
purlins, etc., were lagged transversely with 
timber and covered with expanded metal and 
two coats of cement plaster after practically 
the whole weight of roof and dome had been 
applied. No cracks have occurred in the 
plaster covering. 

The average ground level is about 8 ft. be- 
low the level of the road. This necessitated 


either the use of ‘‘dead’’ walling or the pro- 
vision of a basement. It was decided to com- 


.plete the latter. The basement consists of the 


choir’s vestry; two store-rooms, each 25 ft. 
square; male and female conveniences and 
lavatories; a heating cellar and an assembly- 
or club-room, 50ft. by 25 ft.—not including 
an annexe. In this assembly-room the walls 
are covered to a height of 6ft. with fibre- 
board, untreated and panelled out in half- 
timbered style. This eliminated the very un- 
pleasant reverberation which is usual in large 
areas having low ceilings and enclosed by 
brick walls, etc. The floor is concrete 
asphalted, felted, and covered with lino. A 
powerful multi-vane exhaust fan connected 
to four vent grids is provided for occasions 
when there are large gatherings. 

Heating throughout the building is by low 
pressure with ‘‘ Ideal’’ boiler and radiators. 
The latter are concealed behind the benches 
against the external walls. There is also a 
2-in. pipe under the altar-rail kneelers and 
above the cornice in the dome. Ventilation is 
by extraction from the central ventilator 6-ft. 
diam. electric fan provided in tube connecting 
to upper dome ceiling. Air inlet grates are 
in window cills. 

The disposition and design of the main 
lighting units in the body of the church have 
been given special consideration. They are 
situated at the junction of the main ribs and 
octagonal walls. This ensures the fact, be- 
sides emphasising the structural importance 
of these points, that the lights are clear of 
the normal circle of vision. The lighting has 
practically the same effect as daylight. The 
lamps are 300 watts per unit, with reflectors,

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sponge rubber and the floor carpets are green. 
Alms, etc., are collected by steel tubes con- 
nected to the basement, as the church is open 
during the day and often without super- 
vision. The chairs, rails, altar, etc., are all 
removable. The main porch is screened 
by heavy oak doors and ornamental fanlight 
with carvings symbolical of the Fall and the 
Redemption. The acoustics are good. ‘‘ Celo- 
tex’ fibre-board, untreated, is exposed be- 
tween the rafters surrounding the central 
dome, thus providing the requisite sound- 
absorption (as well as insulation). Ample 
resonance is afforded in the centre of the 
octagon by the plastered walls and ceiling 
of the dome, which reflecting surfaces serve 
to amplify the voice of the priest either at 
the altar or in the pulpit. This concentra- 
tion of sound in the centre of the church has 
proved ideal (the comparatively short dis- 





tance of the reflecting dome’ walls produces 
no apparent sound distortion). 


There is seating accommodation for 420 at 
3ft. between the seats and 1 ft. 6in. centres. 


The figure in the main porch is of Blessed 
John Bosco and his famous dog. It was 
executed by Mr. Eric Gill, A.R.A. (See 
page 1020.) At each side of the statue is 
placed a holy-water stoop. 

The cost of the building, including base- 
ment, furnishings, etc., complete, was £5,700, 
costing slightly less than 9d. per foot cube.

THE COMPETITIONS REVIEWED 


By WESLEY DOUGILL, 


The assessors, Messrs. Elcock, Kirkland 
and Abercrombie, have made their award 
in this competition, which concerns buildings 
to cost above a million pounds. The com- 
etition was divided into two parts, the 
hospital and the institution, and competitors 
were at liberty to submit schemes for either 
or both of them. The award is as follows :—

It will help readers if, before the designs 
submitted in this very important competition 
are discussed, a brief summary of the condi- 
tions and requirements is given, particularly 
in view of the fact that not many readers 
will be familiar with this type of building. 

The site of 600 acres is part of the Lathom 
Park estate, near Ormskirk, and the buildings 
comprise (a) a mental hospital for - 1, 
patients, and (b) an institution for 2,000 
mental defectives. The conditions suggested 
the southern part of the site for the former, 
with the entrance to it at the. existmg’Orms- 
kirk “Lodges on the ‘western side. The 
northern part of the site was allocated to the 
institution, with the entrance at a point on the 
northern boundary. The site is well wooded, 
rich agricultural land, with a more or less 

even fall of 125 ft. from south to north. 
‘The buildings had to conform to the 
“Suggestions and Instructions relating to 
Mental Hospitals,’’ published in 1933.

The Schemes. 

For the ‘hospital 17 schemes were sub- 
mitted, and for the institution 16 schemes. 
In rather more than half the cases com- 
petitors. entered for both, the majority of 
them showing the two parts as independent 
schemes. In view of the calibre of the com- 
petition there was a yng a small 
number of the leading firms of hospital 
architects competing. 

Stated in its simplest form, the problem 
confronting competitors was that of provid- 
ing two groups of (buildings—the hospital 
group with its approximately two dozen 
blocks, and the institution group of approxi- 
mately four dozen blocks, many of them 
repetitive—in such a way that each unit was 
adequately lighted and ventilated; that all 
should be co-ordinated in such a way as to 
ensure ease of supervision and economy in 
administration; and that the landscape 
possibilities of the site should be exploited 
to the best advantage. 

The standard of the schemes as a whole 
is high, although there are a few in each 
group that cannot have been inthe running 
and would probably .be eliminated by the 
assessors after a preliminary examination. 
This competition, as with most competitions, 
was ‘won and lost in the early stages, when 
the disposing of the tgvo or three main 
elements on the site wa§ being considered. 
Some competitors have failed to recognise 
that the area of the site is far greater than 
was actually required for the buildings and 
their necessary appendages, even allowing for 
an overplus of light and air for the various 
structures. In some of the schemes the whole 
site has been developed to an almost even 


..density of ‘buildings, without any real separa- 


tion of the hospital from the institution— 
the need for this was stressed in the condi- 
tions—and without any contrast of built-up 
land and open country. The units are highly 
dispersed, which would increase the diffi- 
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culties of administration and supervision, and 
the costs of services of all kinds. 

There is probably no other type of archi- 
tectural programme where the “ experts ”’ 
are at such an advantage in the initial, and 
therefore vital, stages, as with a building of 
this kind. Mental hospitals and institutions 
for mental defectives are rapidly becoming 
standardised, through the Control Board, in 
their type, size and accommodation. 
Exigencies of site, location, aspect and avail- 
able building materials, together with the 
relative ability of the architect to plan and 
design, will always determine to some extent 
the make-up of the scheme, yet the general 
layout must be so devised as to comply with 
fairly. closely defined stipulations. Whilst, in 
the case of this particular competition, the 
conditions were made as simple as possible, 
to competitors who were unfamiliar with 
this type of building they must have been 
extremely confusing, particularly when com- 
bined with the Answers to Questions and 
with the ‘‘ Suggestions and Instructions ” 
which were to ‘be read as an inherent part 
of the conditions. Failure to grasp essentials 
in the early stages and to reduce all the 
requirements to the simplest form possible, 
can be the only explanation for a lot of 
the major mistakes, including ‘‘ even-density 
zoning,’’ made in the schemes under review. 

There appear to ‘be differing ideas as to 
what is the most desirable aspect for the 
buildings, both in the hospital and in the 
institution. In these schemes, where, owin 
to the largeness of the site, competitors had 
absolute freedom to select the ideal, 50 per 
cent. have a south-east aspect, 25 per cent. 
south-west, and 25 per cent. due south. 

A majority of the layouts show the 
repetitive units planned..formally. A few 
of them are arranged. segmentally, a. few 
are. on right-angle grids, and a few otheri 
arranged in echelon formation. 


The Winning Schemes. 

Messrs. Sheppard and Partners are to be 
congratulated on receiving first place in both 
competitions. The awards are richly de- 
served. Their scheme, whether judged as a 
whole or as two parts, shows a masterly 
handling of the site, and a fine capacity to 
differentiate between main and subsidiary 
requirements. The principal axes of the 
hospital and institution are parallel, though - 
not coincident, and run from north north- 
west to south south-east, giving a south 
south-east aspect to a majority of the build- 
ings. Although there is, perhaps, not com- 
plete unity with parallel rather than coinci- 
dent axes, the former undoubtedly ensure a 
high degree of unity, the stabilisation of the

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two independent groups on the single site, and 
an absence of haphazardness and confusion 
that is bound to result from running the axes 
at variance with one another. 


The hospital and institution are arranged as 
two reasonably compact groups, with only a 
few of the elements isolated as planning re- 
quirements. dictated. Large areas of open 
land are left surrounding the groups, segre- 
gating one from the other, giving views of 
maximum length from the buildings, and pro- 
viding to each group adequate playing fields 
as laid down in the conditions. The provision 
of playing fields and large o spaces in 
front of the buildings generally has been facili- 
tated by placing the institution as near the 
northern boundary as possible. 


The cottages for male workers—20 to the 
hospital and 20 to the institution—have been 
very ingeniously grouped together to form 
# good-sized village, which is nucleated round 
the existing church and almshouses. This is 
an ideal arrangement from a social and ad- 
ministrative point of view. Most other 
schemes show the cottages in two separate 
groups of 20 each, arranged as some form 
of ribbon development along the boundary 
roads. 

The hospital is entered from the north, with 
the buildings located on the main axis, on a 
cross-axis at right angles, and on a circula- 
tory path in the form of a quasi-ellipse. 
Those on the ellipse are placed in echelon 
formation, with the building for tubercular 
cases forming the spear-head of the whole 
group and overlooking the sports grounds. 
The assembly hall, kitchens and administra- 
tive building are axially placed at the centre, 
with the nurses’ home and the church flank- 
ing the approach road. 


A very similar sequence of the main and 
central elements has been adopted in the 
institute as in the hospital. The villas for 
male and female patients are arranged in a 
semi-circular form at either side, with the 
hospital at the northern end of the main axis 
and the children’s school and wards at the 
southern end. Houses for head officials are 
placed alongside the road forming the north- 
ern boundary of the site. 

Whilst the buildings throughout are dis- 
persed sufficiently for all the needs of hygiene 
and effect, yet they are reasonably compact 
and co-ordinated, and provide the right 
amount of segregation of the sexes. 


The winning scheme is shown on 22 double- 
elephant drawings and one larger drawing. 
Yet it cannot be said that there are more 
drawings than were necessary to illustrate 
the scheme fully, nor that the conditions 
called for redundant ones. The drawings are 
shown in a diagrammatic and workmanlike 
way, without any colour or elaboration in the 
elevations, which are simple and _straight- 
forward, and reveal a complete absence of 
striving merely for effect. The drawings are 
to 1/16-in. scale 

The winners estimate the cost of the 
hospital at £582,399, and of the institute at 
£665,069. 


Hospital.—Second Prize Scheme. 


The buildings are arranged flanking a loop 
roadway which leads from the road forming 
the western boundary, and which runs almost 
across the site from east to west. There is 
no sustained north-south axial treatment as 
in most schemes. The main buildings are 
located within the loop, at its eastern 
extremity. The buildings as a whole are 
more widely spaced than are those in the 
winning scheme. 


Hospital.—Third Prize Scheme. 


_ The buildings in this scheme are condensed 
into a very small area. They face south- 
westwards and the approach road leads from 
the western boundary. This road runs across 


the site in front of the patients’ villas, etc., 


whilst arranged along it on the southern side 
are, in turn, the admission block, sick hospital 
and closed unit. The cottages for male staff 
— the road to the south of the entrance 
gates. 
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Institution.—Second Prize Scheme. 

The layout plan has the same orientation as 
in the winners’ plan, and has in general the 
same relative disposition of the main ele- 
ments, although the open spaces surrounding 
the buildings are not so well arranged or of 
such good shapes. The actual playing fields 
are in the form of large circular areas sur- 
rounded by buildings. 


Institution.—Third Prize Scheme. 

The buildings are approached by road from 
the extreme northern corner of the site, and 
are arranged on a main axis running due 
southwards, and on a cross-axis at right- 
angles to the main axis. The layout is very 
compact, but does not fit so comfortably on to 
the site as does the winners’. 


Conclusion. 

The competition has undoubtedly justified 
itself. The scheme produced by the winners 
will result in a building that will be a worthy 
example of contemporary planning and 


design. It is doubtful, however, w 
idea of splitting the competition iam a 
parts has proved a good one. Whilst the t ; 
groups of buildings are quite independent + 
their use, and whilst for many reasons it: 
desirable to dissociate one from the Pr 
as much as possible, at the same time they : 
occupy a single site or, if it is preferred two 
adjacent sites. Their impact on the ‘leas: 
scape must inevitably be more pleasing jf 
they are conceived as a single entity, and not 
as two independent units, in particular ag 
it will never be possible to see one withoy 
seeing the other. One clear advantage of 
having a single competition is to be seen jn 
the way the winners, in their layout plan for 
the whole site, grouped the cottages of both 
the hospital and institution together to form 
a real community. Those competitors who 
attempted only one part had _ perforce to 
design their cottages in independent groups, 
[NOTE.—Owing to the large number of drawings we 


are unable to do more than select for illustration some of 
the more important parts of the winning designs.—Ed] 


ST. PAUL’S CATHEDRAL EXHIBITION 


Tue exhibition which opened at St. 
Paul’s Cathedral on Tuesday, May 4, is 
appropriately disposed throughout the 
Trophy Room and the north and south 
galleries. The cathedral collection of 
drawings and models is by itself of con- 
siderable extent and value, but it has 
been supplemented for the occasion with 
exhibits drawn from other sources, so 
that it is possible to study the cathedral’s 
history from the sixteenth century, when 
old St. Paul’s was the largest and 
probably the finest single church in the 
land, to the twentieth century, when the 
recent works of conservation and repair 
were carried out between 1925 and 1930. 
These exhibits have been partly lent by 
such bodies as the Royal Institute of 
British Architects and the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, partly by private 
owners, such as Viscount Wakefield and 
Mr. Godfrey Allen, the cathedral archi- 
tect. Various artists have lent their own 
drawings and _ pictures—notably Mr. 
Walcot, Mr. Hanslip Fletcher and Mr. 
Frank Beresford—and the famous set of 
restorations showing old St. Paul’s and 
the City of London about the time of 
Henry VIII by H. W. Brewer have been 
loaned by the proprietors of The Builder. 

The Trophy Room is_ necessarily 
dominated by the Great Model, made in 
1674 to demonstrate Wren’s favourite 
design for the cathedral. The model 
itself, beautifully executed in oak, lime- 
wood and plaster, is to a scale of } in. to 
1 ft., and large enough therefore to 
indicate both the strength and the weak- 
ness of this design. It can further be 
studied in the painting by Mr. Pilking- 
ton of how this cathedral, had it been 
built, would have looked on its site at 
the top of Ludgate-hill with the traffic 
of modern London swirling round it, as 
well as in the interiors of it by J. E. 
Goodchild, with their bewigged and 
surpliced eighteenth-century ecclesiastics 
wending a slow course under the dome 
in procession to the choir. Wren may 
well have regretted having to abandon 
such a well-worked-out plan, which 
would undoubtedly have resulted in a 
building of magnificent vistas and simple 
monumental grandeur. Though smaller 
both in length and height than the 
existing cathedral, this great model 


design might not have appeared so, for 
its single’ exterior order would have 
created something of the same impres- 
sion of huge scale as does the over- 
powering order of St. Peter’s, Rome. 
The design, nevertheless, is not free from 
defects, and one of these might well have 


been the unpleasant juxtaposition of the 
very large windows terminating the 
transepts and choir with quite small 
replicas of themselves terminating the 
ends of the adjacent aisles. In such 
matters Wren’s art was apt to show a 
curious insensitiveness and to be, by the 
best standards of classical architecture, 
amateurish. It was certainly never more 
so than in the almost incredibly jejune 
Warrant Design, illustrated here from a 
drawing in the All Souls’ Collection. 


Of other models, particular interest 
attaches to that for the twisted columns 
and two square pilasters to stand over 
the altar in its original position in the 
apse. Wren’s intentions as to the treat- 
ment of that altar do not seem to be 
perfectly clear, but this model suggests 
the same sort of baldachino, if it can be 
called so, as in the chapel of Trinity 
College, Cambridge. 

Two recent models are of interest, the 
one a finely finished work in mahogany, 
to a scale of } in. to 1 ft., showing the 
construction of one of the eight piers 
supporting the dome, up to the level oi 
the drum walls above the Whispering 
Gallery; the other a plainer block model 
of half the dome area to show the scheme 
of reinforcement carried out in the 
preservation works of 1925-1930.* More 
recent again is a model to show the 
subsoil and subsoil water under the 
cathedral and its vicinity, prepared by 
Six Alexander Gibb and Mr. Ralph 
Freeman in 1933: 

Of the drawings, it is possible to pick 
out only a few for special mention. They 
include several studies by Thornhill for 
the decoration of the dome, a “ Chande- 
lier pour La Eglise de S. Paul,” 169, 
believed to be by Jean Tijou; study plans 
by Wren for the west towers, and al 
expressive little sketch by Wren for the 
choir organ on the  screen—entirely 
altered in execution. Two paintings, one 
by Penrose, c. 1870, and one by A. 
Haig, 1875, illustrate schemes for the 
embellishment of the eastern arm of the 
cathedrai, the former appearing to be the 
better, although the latter is nearer 1 
what was actually carried out. 

Among the section devoted to old St 
Paul’s is a drawing showing Wren’s pI 
posed substitution of a dome in place 0 
the central tower and spire—a projet! 
which would have produced the, oddett 
and most anomalous effect imaginable.

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AEROPLANE AND SEAPLANE HANGAR DESIGN 


Some solutions to the exacting prob- 
lems of groundwork and organisation in 
regard to the development of aviation, 
and the way in which new constructional 
principles already applied to wing de- 
signs are now applied to the design of 
buildings, were dealt with by Doctor-Ing. 
Alfred Memel (Head of Construction, Ger- 
man Air Ministry) in a lecture on April 
98. The lecture, given at the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, was under the auspices 
of that body and the British Construc- 
tional Steelwork Association. Sir Alex- 
ander Gibb was in the chair, and over 
300 were present. 


The Plan of a Hangar, 

The object of a hangar, commenced Herr 
Meme!, is to afford protection against the 
weather both to the machines themselves and 
to the personnel engaged in their maintenance 
and repair. In addition, it is considered 
necessary to have regard to the contingency 
of hostile attack, both in the lay-out and 
in the detailed construction of the hangars. 
Une of the most fundamental points is that 
of the plan of the hangar. A number of 
different forms are possible, but the only 
ones which come under practical considera- 
tion are the circular, the polygonal and the 
rectangular shapes, of which the last is much 
tne most frequently adoptea. 

in this connection use is made of an 
important concept, which is designated as 
the space efficiency % and is defined as 
the ratio between the sum of the rectangular 
areas enclosing the aircraft sheltered by the 
hangar, and the total floor area of the latter. 
The greater the value of » the better the 
use made of the available “space: ~ While 
a rectangular plan affords an approximately 
equal sheltering capacity whatever the sizes 
of machines fitted into it, other designs are 
efficient only for the particular type of 
machine assumed in their design, and can be 
used for sheltering other types only by wast- 
ing a great deal of space. For a smaller type 
of machine than that assumed in the design, 
n is reduced, for instance, from 0.91 to 0.70, 
while on the other hand, machines of still 
larger size cannot be accommodated at all. 
It # not sufficient, therefore, to achieve 
a good space efficiency only for one particular 
type of aeroplane, but .» must have a ‘satis-

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factorily high value for different types; the 
value of » must be not only high but 
insensitive. 

Another disadvantage of the polygonal 
design of hangar is the difficulty which 
arises in the important matter of the doors. 
Nevertheless, there aye certain special pur- 
poses for which the polygonal design offers 
advantages, and it is occasionally adopted 
within the jurisdiction of the German Air 
Ministry. What follows will have reference 
only to hangars of the rectangular plan. 


Design and Cost. 

The general problem of the design of a 
hangar may be divided into the following 
four principal considerations, each of which 
is linked with the question of cost.; (1) Area 
of the floor space. (2) Arrangement of 
supports. (3) Ratio between length and 
depth of the plan. (4) Arrangement of roof 
girders. ~ 


As regards size, it is necessary to reconcile - 


two opposing considerations. The larger the 
hangar the better and the less “sensitive ”’ 
will be its space efficiency, but the greater 
will be the risk of fire, for it must always 
be remembered that aircraft are dangerous 
in this respect. The smaller the hangar the 
lower and amore “ sensitive’’ the space 
efficiency, but on the other hand the less 
is the risk from fire. 

The limiting condition in one direction may 
be illustrated by. a hangar divided up into 
separate hoxes for.each aeroplane, and which 
has, therefore, a high space efficiency of 
=1.00 for one particular type of aeroplane, 
but in which.the space efficiency is, of course, 
very sensitive. The outcome of a great many 
trials is that the greatest area which is 
suitable for this type of hangar is about 
5,500—4,000° sq. m. (37,600-—43,000 sq. ft.) 
suitable for large machines, and the minimum 
about 1,000 sq. m. (10,760 sq. ft.) suitable for 
smaller aircraft. 

The question of the arrangement of the 
supporting columns is closely connected with 
that of the size of the hangar, its space 
efficiency and ‘“‘ sensitiveness’’ and also the 
cost of construction. If the supporting 
columns within the parking space are 
avoided as far as possible the space efficiency 
will obviously be increased, or in other words, 
the same results may be obtained with a 
smaller amount of parking space. It is true, 





of course, that the avoidance of structural 
supports in the floor space entails longer 
spans and correspondingly heavier material 
in the roof girders in proportion to the space 
covered. On the other hand, since better 
use is made of the floor space the amount of 
space required can be reduced, that is to say, 
the cost per unit area is greater, but the value 
per unit area is also greater, and if the total 
area can be reduced there is, of course, also 
a saving in roofing and flooring material, in 
heating and in the construction of the outside 
walls. It will be remembered that in similar 
rectangles the periphery varies as the square- 
root of the area. Similar considerations arise 
in comparing the advantages of building a 
smaller number of large-hamgars or a larger 
number of small ones. There are two points 
to be remembered :— 


(1) Comparisons of cost should not be made 
on the basis of the cost of construction alone, 
but on that of the total costs; and 

(2) Such comparisons should not be 
expressed as sO much per square metre of 
area covered, still less as so much per cubic 
metre of space enclosed, but as so much per 
unit of aircraft accommodated. 


The Optimum Hangar. 

Within the upper limit of 3,500—4,000 
sq. m. (57,600-45,000 sq. ft.) of parking 
area the most advantageous form of hangar 
is that having a rectangular plan without 
intermediate supports.. The maximum: clear 
span which is found suitable is : ahout 
85 metres (279 ft.), 2In special circumstances, 
as, for instance, where site room is limited, 
it may sometimes be expedient to construct 
two hangars side by side, or one behind the 
other; separated by -a_ fire-resisting - wall. 
Moreover, avoidance .of* intermediate’ sup- 
ports is an advantage not only from the 
point of view. of increased--space_ efficiency 
but also from that of defence against aerial! 
attack, ; 

As regards the relationship hetween length 
and depth of the covered’-rectangle, the 
essential consideration is’ the fact that for 
4 reasons ‘the doorway is always 
placed in the long side of the rectangle, and 
the more the rectangle ‘ approximates to a 
square the more favourable .is the solution 
from a constructional point of view. The 
ratios of depth to span usually found satis- 
factory in Germany vary round 6:10, 7:10

and 8:10, the lower values being applicable 
to parking hangars and the higher values 
to those which are used for repair work on 
the aircraft. 


General Construction. 


The arrangement and construction of the 
girders is governed by operating conditions. 
lt is. an advantage from several points 
of view that the hangar should be low, 
mainly in order to offer as small an 
obstacle as possible to aircraft when taking 
off and landing, but this requirement, 
which entails longer spans and, therefore, a 
greater constructional depth, is in conflict 
with the need to keep the floor space free 
from supporting columns. Since the door 
opening is always placed in the long side of 
the rectangular plan, the cheapest solution as 
a rule is that which makes use of a main 
supporting girder, either over or parallel to 
the door, with subsidiary girders at right- 
angles resting on it. The placing of the 
main girder behind the door opening has the 
effect of decreasing the span of the cross 
girders, and since the ends of the latter form 
cantilevers the bending moment in them is 
reduced. The total weight of steel in a 
hangar of this type, which has a hollow-tile 
roof, and extends over two adjoining bays of 
50x 30m. each (164x98 ft.), is about 80 
Kg/sq.m. (16.4 Ib./sq. ft.). 

Other things being equal, the constructional 
depth, which it is desirable to keep as low as 
possible, depends on the spans and on the 
loading, and with this arrangement the load 
carried \by the main supporting girder 
amounts to half the total load if it is in the 
plane of the doors or more than half if it is 
placed behind the doors. In the same way, 
the loading of the subsidiary girders, and 
therefore the depth occupied by them. can be 
reduced by increasing their number. The 
following are a few details of various types of 
construction. 


Lattice Girder Construction. 


The girders are of 73 m. (240 ft.) span, 
and the top a, is made parabolic over the 
whole length. The load is uniformly distri- 
buted over the whole of the span except at 
the ends, with the result that the stresses 
in the flanges are uniform throughout and 
there is no load in the web members. As a 
result fabrication is eg ap the upper and 
lower flanges being of the same cross section, 
and consisting of broad-flange beams 55 cm. 
or 60 cm. (21 in. or 24 in.) in depth. The 
external appearance of the hangar is 
characterised by the great saving in con- 
structional depth as a result.@f the parallel 
arrangement of the main girdeis.. There is 
the further advantage in the case of workshop 
hangars that the whole of the floor space 
is accessible to lifting gear which can take the 
form of a number of parallel crane tracks 
situated between the main girders so as to 


The roof plating is of 
trough section, and is approximately 3/16 in. thick. 
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take up no additional constructional depth 
and so as to allow of work being carried on 
in three places simultaneously. Internally, 
a ceiling of plaster slabs in timber framing 
is suspended below the cross girders. The 
object of this provision is to isolate the upper 
portion of the roof space, and in this way 
to economise in heating, while at the same 
time the roof girders are protected from fire. 
With the latter object also the columns 
are encased in concrete. The result is, 
undoubtedly, very satisfactory. 

The requirement that the height of a 
hangar should be reduced to a minimum has 
led to the adoption of the rigid frame system 
of construction with plated webs, for if the 
constructional depth is small the additional 
cost of this by comparison with lattice 
girders is reduced; indeed, where the span is 
of the order of 75 m. (246 ft.) and the con- 
structional depth 4 m. (13 ft.), and account is 
taken of the saving in roof construction due 
to the smaller depth, there is no appreciable 
difference in cost between the solid web and 
lattice girders. Moreover, if the depth of the 
girders is thus reduced the intermediate 
ceiling can be omitted, since there is no 
longer so great a proportion of heating space 
to ‘be saved, and since a solid web girder is 
safer against fire risks. 

The sub-division of the structural system 
into parallel main girders, adopted for 
operating reasons, is also satisfactory from 
the point of view of protection against hostile 
attack, and the same applies to the use of 
rigid frame construction for these girders, 
which confers considerable lateral stiffness on 
the whole. Moreover, if the purlins are 
rigidly fixed across the frames, a grid con- 
struction is obtained which, while highly 
indeterminate from the statical point of view, 
adds considerably to the strength in resisting 
external damage. 


Rigid Frame Construction. 


Another type of hangar shows the roof 
formed with welded rigid frame girders of 
50 m. (164 ft.) span, in which the horizontal 
thrust is taken up ‘by a tie, and which is 
pre-stressed in order to relieve the structure 
of any additional stresses which might other- 
wise result from elongation. Since, however. 
the roof load constitutes an important part of 
the total this could not be done until the roof 
had been erected, that is to say, after the 
steelwork contractors had left the site. In 
order to surmount this difficulty the tie was 
not actually pre-stress’ed but shortened by 
a length corresponding to the future elastic 
elongation under dead load plus one-third 
of the snow load. 


Frames with Plated Roofs. 

Yet another type employs a riveted hangar 
frame having a span of 74.5 m. (244 ft.). 
Two subsidiary bracing frames are placed

across the main frames at suitable intervals 
to support the compression flanges of the 
main frames in the region of negative bending 
moment. The roof construction of the hangar 
consists of light troughing formed from 
universal plates 4.5 mm. bis in.) thick pressed 
into corrugations about 20 cm. (73 in.) deep 
and welded in the workshop, the panels so 
formed, about 9 m. (30 ft.) long by 1.30 m. 
(4 ft. 3 an.) wide, being bolted and then 
welded on the site. 


Some form of thermal insulation is 
absolutely necessary in view of the high con- 
ductivity of the steel, since there must be no 
risk of condensation dropping on to the 
motors of the aircraft, and this insulation is 
provided above the roof by a slab of highly 
insulated material with two layers of roofing 
felt. To avoid damage the steel troughing is 
provided with a timber grid which is flush 
with the top of the corrugations. These 
corrugated roof plates span the frames 


without purlins and have a _ considerable 


reserve of strength. The constructional 
details iat the corners of the frames are also 
of some interest, a manhole being provided 
to give access into the adjoining portions. 
The total weight of steel in the hangar is 
about 140 kg./sq. m. (28.6 Ib. /sq. ft.). 


Evolution of Steel Roof Construction. 


The use of steel plate as a roofing material 
has been found advantageous both 
constructional and economic point of view. 
With large spans the saving in weight of the 
girders discounts the additional cost of the 
steel plate roofing in comparison with heavier 
roof constructions, even when the necessary 
thermal insulation is taken into account. As 
a comparative example, a solid roof made of 
hollow tiles, or pumice concrete, with 2 cm. 
(} in.) of screeding and protective cover, 
weighs about 110 kg. /sq. m. (22.5 Ib. /sq. ft.). 
Moreover, the use of steel plates for the roof 
affords increased stiffness and safety against 
unforeseen stresses. In addition, the dangers 
of splinter action are, to a great extent, 
avoided. 


With this system the strength of the roofing 
plates between the girders is not fully 
utilised, and attempts have therefore been 
made to incorporate the roof as an integral 
part of the structural system. Use is made 
of pressed steel plates such as are met wi 
in the construction of large tanks. These 
plates, in strips of 60 cm. (2 ft.) wide, are 


riveted together parallel to the girders, and. 


are attached to the flanges of the girder. The 
girders themselves are erected as beams on 
two supports, with a movable lower bearing, 
so that, under dead load, there is no 
horizontal thrust and in particular, the front 
plate girder situated in the plane of the door- 
way receives no stress along its minor axis 
except from wind loads. When the roof has 
been completely riveted the lower movable 
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fixed. In addition, loads from 
wind will thus be taken by the 
‘ing not as girders, but as arches, 
the thrust from which as transmitted to the 
two side walls by means of the roof deck 
between tivo successive frames. The hangar 
as a whole is remarkably rigid as a result of 
the low sicnderness ratio (depth to span) of 
only 1:2 in the girders, formed ‘by the roof 
lates. The roof may, indeed, be regarded 
functionally as a shell or stressed-skin

Stressed-skin Roof Structures. 
This type of hangar is no longer being con- 
structed in Germany, but is nevertheless 
mentioned here as a step in the development 
of other forms, such as the space-frame type. 
In the above-mentioned, the roof plating has 
a special structural function, but only as re- 
gards loads from snow and wind, and not as 
regards the dead loads which make up the 
greater part of the total. Another form of 
construction employs corrugated sheeting of 
about 20 cm. (8 in.) depth, and is statically 
incorporated in the design. Space-frames of 
this kind represent a very recent development 
which has attained to special importance in 
the construction of steel hangars. The roof 
“tmay be looked upon as a vault from which 
the thrust is taken up by tie-bars con- 
necting the girders at each end. Diagonals 
are provided to carry the small unsymmetrical 
lateral loads, mainly with a view to protect- 
ing the vault from any tendency to buckling. 
The plate, which is about 4.5 mm. (,% in.) 
thick is pressed cold in the workshop and is 
welded up into panels which are subsequently 
assembled on the site by bolting or welding. 
Hangars of this type with 85 m. (279 ft.) 
span are at present under construction. The 
total weight of steel, including all necessary 
bracings, columns, etc., amounts to about 
85 kg./sq. m. (17.4 lb./sq. ft.), which is, of 
course, a very low figure, having regard to 
the span, and it is to be noted that the 
roof covering requires no further treatment 
except to provide it with thermal insulation. 

The comparison between steel plate roof- 
ing and solid roof construction becomes still 
more favourable to the former when steel 
plates are given a structural function in carry- 
ing the loads, and in this way they can be 
used to great economic advantage. The use 
of such steel as a main supporting member 
over large spans constitutes a distinctive 
method of solving the problem of hangar con- 
struction with wide spans. 


Hangar Doors, 

On the subject of doors, lifting doors offer 
many operating advantages, but their cost is 
excessive, and they are now seldom used. 

The most usual type of door is the vertical 
type running on rails at the foot, which 
transfer the whole of the dead load directly 
on to the ground without imposing any 
stresses on the hangar except the horizontal 
forces due to wind. The door is guided at 
the top by an arrangement which allows it 
to move both horizontally and vertically. 
The provision for vertical movement is neces- 
Sary in order that the door may not be 
affected by any changes in the shape of the 
hangar structure due to snow or wind loads, 
or to temperature changes. The arrangement 
may comprise either one or several running 
rails. In the latter case, the door is divided 
into several independent panels, each of 
which is carried on a separate rail, on which 
it may be moved in a plane parallel to that 
of the other, 


New Templehof Aerodrome. 

In conclusion, brief reference will be made 
to construction now in hand of the aerodrome 
at Templehof, which is about three kilometres 
from the centre of Berlin. The considera- 
tions observed in planning the new aerodrome 
were as follows :— 

The area available for landing and taking 
off has been increased to approximately three 
times its former size, and is in the shape of 
* egg, 2.2 kilometres long (1.37 miles) by 
es kilometres (1 mile) wide. Within these 

mensions it has been possible to provide a 
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landing space for blind-flying aircraft, ex- 
tending from east to west and having a 
width of 680 m. (2,240 ft.). The necessary 
buildings have not been distributed round 
the edge of the field, but are concentrated in 
the north-west corner, where they are con- 
tinuous with the rest of the town, and in this 
way much the greater part of the aerodrome 
space is left unobstructed. Moreover, pro- 
vision had to be made for the increasing mail 
and freight traffic passing through the aero- 
drome, and this has been achieved in the form 
of large warehouses in the basement of the 
operating hangar. 

The roofs of the hangars are built up as 
spectator galleries with special stair towers, 
and will accommodate about 100,000 people. 

Taking off runways over the whole area, 
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such as are customary in America and in the 
East, are not necessary, and taking-off facili- 
ties are provided at the edges which are made 
easily accessible from the field. The total 
length of buildings is 1,170 m. (3,840 ft.), of 


which the aeroplane hangars, where the 
machines are cleared, take up 396 m. 
(1,300 ft.). The buildings to the right and 


left of the hangars may each be regarded as 
one long hangar of 396 m. (1,300 ft.) length 
without .columns. 

The main girder is a welded cantilever con- 
struction 36+ 4m.=40 m. (130 ft.) span with 
4 m. constructional depth over the supports. 
The necessary counterweight is provided by 
the three-story buildings at the back. The 
girders are 16.5 m. (54 ft.) centre to centre, 
and are bridged by lattice girder purlins.

SOME LEGAL ASPECTS OF WATER SUPPLY—VI 


BREAKING UP OF STREETS—COMMUNICATION PIPES, ETC.

Breaking Open of Streets. 

A MATTER of considerable importance to 
the builder is the statutory right pos- 
sessed by owners and occupiers, as well 
as by water undertakers, of breaking open 
streets and/or pavements for the purpose 
of laying communication pipes between 
existing water mains and premises to be 
supplied with water. 


(1) Local Authorities as Water Undertakers. 
The position under the Public Health Act, 
1936 (which comes into force on October 1, 
1937), is as follows :—Any owner or occupier 
of premises entitled under that Act to take a 
supply of water from the mains of a local 
authority can break open any street for the 
purposes either of laying any necessary com- 
munication pipes and for inspecting, repairing 
and renewing any communication pipe serving 
his premises. He must, however, give notice 
to the local authority of his proposals, and 
they can, within 21 days after receipt of the 
notice, serve a notice on him that they them- 
selves intend to make the communication. If 
they serve such notice and he notwithstand- 
ing proceeds to make the communication, he 
is liable to a fine of £50. A local authority, 
having given the above-mentioned notice. 
thereupon assume the same rights with regard 
to the making of the communication pipe as 
the owner or occupier would have had, had he 
made it. But even so, the authority are under 
no obligation to make the communication until 
they have either received the cost (as esti- 
mated by their surveyor), or satisfactory 
security for the costs has been given. 

If the actual expenses eventually work out 
less than the payment received from the 
owner or occupier, the local authority must 
refund the difference; on the other hand, if 
they exceed the payment made, the balance is 
recoverable from the .owner or occupier. 

A local authority (by 8. 275 of the Act of 
1936) can, by agreement with the owner or 
occupier, execute at his expense any work 
in connection with the construction, laying, 
alteration or repair of a communication pipe 
for water. 

The above is important to the ownership of 
a particular communication pipe, and also for 
any liability accruing from such ownership. 


(11) Water Companies. 

The powers of water companies in respect 
of breaking open of streets are derived from 
their special Acts, which incorporate the 
relevant Sections of the Waterworks Clauses 
Acts. Water undertakers must, upon being 
requested by the owner of any dwelling-house, 
the annual value of which does not exceed 
£10, or upon the request of the occupier 
coupled with the owner’s consent in writing 
(or of his agent), and upon payment or tender 
of any water rate, due payable in advance, lay 
down communication pipes. They must also 
keep them in repair. 

The undertakers can charge an annual rent 
for such pipes, in addition to the water-rate. 
That rent must be agreed and reasonable, and 
in case of any dispute, settled by an inspector, 
that is, any officer appointed under any local 
Act for the purpose of inspecting or superin- 
tending works connected with the supply of 
water in a town or district. The rent is 
chargeable on, and recoverable from, the 
occupier or, on his default, from the owner, 
but such pipes are not subject to distress for 
rent, unless the owner, by paying the company 
the sum due for laying, has become the owner 
of the pipes. 

In the case of houses of an annual value 
exceeding £10, the owner or occupier is em- 
powered under the Act to break open streets 
and lay his own communication pipes. But 
he has no power in this event to break open 
the street to execute repairs, that power rest- 
ing with the water company. Consequently it 
follows that the ownership of the communica- 
tion pipes is in the owner or occupier, and he 


will be charged for the cost of any repairs 
carried out by the water company. 


(111) The Administrative County of London. 
Within the district served by the Metro- 
politan Water Board, it is provided by Section 
19 of the Metropolitan Water Board (Charges) 
Act, 1907, that for the purpose of complying 
with any obligation under that Act, a 
person obliged to maintain any pipe has the 
like power to open the grounds as is conferred 
upon him by the relevant sections of the 
Waterworks Clauses Act of 1847. Thus, an 
owner or occupier of any dwelling-house (or 
part) who has paid or tendered any payment 
by way of water rate due in advance, can 
open the ground between the pipes of the 
undertakers and his premises (with the con- 
sent of the owners or occupiers of such 
ground) and lay any leaden or other pipes. 
Such pipes must be of a strength and material 
to be approved by the undertakers, or where 
there is a dispute, settled in England by 
two Justices, or by the inspector (see above). 
But he must give 14 days’ notice before he 
begins to,lay any such pipe, and before the 
pipe is made to communicate, must give two 
days’ notice to the undertakers of the day 
and hour at which he intends to make the 
communication, which will be made under the 
superintendence of the surveyor or other 
officer appointed by the undertakers. The 
bore of any such communication pipe must not 
exceed the prescribed limits, and where none 
is prescribed, must not exceed half an inch 
without the consent of the undertakers. 


Pipes in the Metropolitan Water Board 
By-laws, 1934. 

The 1934 by-laws define the following types 
of pipes :—‘‘ Service pipe,’ that is, a pipe 
directly subject to water pressure from the 
Board’s service main, and includes the pipe 
between the main and the premises to be 
served, 

“* Communication pipe,’’ which is the part 
of any -service pipe from the _ Board’s 
main to either a stop valve or such pipe in 
a street; or, where there is none, to the part 
where the pipe passes the boundary of the 
street or the point at which such pipe enters 
any premises in or under the street, which- 
ever is the nearer to the service main. 

“‘ Supply pipe,’’ which is all that part of a 
service pipe which is not a communication 
pipe, that is the part of the service pipe on 
the premises side of the stop-valve (if any) 
or the boundary of the street, etc. (see above). 

“‘ Distributing pipe,’’ which is one supplied 
by the Board to convey water from a storage 
or feed cistern, or from a hot-water apparatus 
and under pressure from such cistern or 
apparatus. 

** Warning pipe,’’ that is, an overflow pipe 
so fixed that the outlet is in an exposed and 
conspicuous position where the discharge of 
water can be readily seen. It should, where 
practicable, be fixed outside the house or 
building. 

The by-laws mentioned above contain 
further provisions in respect to service pipes. 
“‘ Supply pipes ’’ (see above) must be laid to 
follow the shortest route between the service 
main and the consumer’s premises. 

Where a communication pipe is maintain- 
able by a consumer the nature of the connec- 
tion is prescribed, as well as the material for 
communication and other pipes. 

The quality, marking and weight of the 
above pipes is also given at length, as well 
as the nature of the joints, and requirements 
are included as to the connection of lead with 
other pipes, and lead pipes with fittings. 

Cast-iron service or distributing pipes must 
comply with the British Standard Specifica- 
tion for water pipes for a test pressure equal 
to double the pressure to which the pipe will 
normally be subjected. 

Finally all pipes must be adequately pro- 
tected. In regard to damage from frost, they 


’ 
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must, if exposed, be protected with insulating 
material, and no pipe, unless it is unavoid: 
able, must be laid within 18 in. of the 
eaves of a building. They must further. 
more be protected from injury, and no service 
pipe or distributing pipes must be laid 
through a sewer or drain, ashpit or manure 
hole, nor, except where unavoidable, mug 
such pipe be laid or allowed to remain in cop. 
tact with any foul soil or material likely to 
cause undue deterioration. 


NEW FLATS AT BRISTOL 


Srr Krnestey Woop, the Minister of 
Health, opened, on April 30, a block of flats 
at Bristol which are a new experiment in slum- 
clearance provisions. The flats are being pro- 
vided to meet the needs of small families and 
elderly single people who are unable, owing to 
their work, to move out to outlying estates 
and who do not require a full-sized house. The 
block contains 41 flatlets consisting of a bed- 
sitting room, scullery and bathroom; 14 flats 
with one bedroom and living room, and five 
flats with two bedrooms and living room. The 
rents of the smallest flats are as low as 4s, 
a week, inclusive of rates, water and electric 
light and include some furniture for the 
tenants. 

Sir Kingsley Wood said the greatest con- 
tribution that had been made by the present 
generation to social improvement and security 
had been in respect of better housing for the 
people. Some 12 millions—men, women and 
children—had since the war been provided 
with new and decent homes. People were now 
leaving the slums at the rate of 25,000 per 
month, and already over 600,000 had been pro- 
vided with new flats or houses, 


Private Enterprise House Building. 

So far as private enterprise house building 
was concerned, the next half-year’s figures 
would shortly be available, and it could now 
be said that the high level of building reached 
in previous periods would have been substan- 
tially maintained. Sir Kingsley Wood said he 
not only desired-to see the rate of building 
maintained, but that it should be building of 
good quality. He had some anxiety about 
increase in prices; a rise of £60 in the cost of 
a house meant an increase in the rent of ls. 
per week. 

In conclusion, the Minister said stone walls 
did not a prison make, neither did they make 
a complete home. Housing provision was not 
complete unless it took account of the fact 
that in many cases facilities should be pro- 
vided which had regard to the social needs and 
necessities of those who had moved to new 
surroundings where they had to find new 
friends and often a new social background. 
He had in mind also the real needs of certain 
tenants in respect of furniture for the new 
home. He was not advocating municipal trad- 
ing in furniture, but a number of tenants did 
not possess that bare minimum of furniture 
which would enable them to live in the new 
house the life one wanted ‘them to live, and in 
such cases local authorities were enabled to 
provide furniture on suitable terms of repay- 
ment by schemes which would be of benefit 
not only to the tenant, but the retailer of 
furniture also.

ARCHITECTS’ BENEVOLENT 
SOCIETY 


Avnual General Meeting. 


annual general meeting of the Archi- 
ae Benevolent Society was held on Tues- 
day, May 4, Mr. H, S. E. Vanderpant, vice- 
president, being im the chair. 

The annual report, which was adopted, 
stated that 101 applicants had been helped 
by the ‘Society in the course of the year, a 
slight increase over previous years. Fourteen 
of these were pensioners and the rest received 
grants. Only 12 were new applicants, all the 
others having been helped before, in some 
cases as often as 15 years in succession. As 
usually happened, there were more women 
than men beneficiaries, 35 architects and 
architects’ assistants having been helped, as 
compared with 58 widows and 8 orphans. 
Many of the women were widows of archi- 
tects who had themselves received grants 
from the Society in their later years. In 
general, the applications were from those who 
were incapacitated through age from earning 
their living (58 of the applicants were over 
70 and the oldest was 91), but there were 
also cases of incurable illnesses and widows 
with young families suddenly left without 
means of support. Applicants were helped 
all over Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
and it may be of imterest. to note, as illus- 
trating the scope of the Society’s activities, 
that of the 101 beneficiaries last year, 41 live 
in the London area and the other 60 are in 
the provinces. 

In all, the sum of £2,938 was distributed, 
£698 in pensions and £2,240 in grants. In 
addition, a special grant of £104 was received 
from the Artists’ General Benevolent Insti- 
tution to pay the salaries of two architects 
employed for six months on the continuation 
of the work which had been provided by the 
London Society under the former Architects’ 
Unemployment Relief Scheme. 

Subscriptions had dropped by nearly £30 
from last year’s figure, £1,156 12s. 9d. having 
been received, as compared with £1,184 8s. 2d. 
in 1936. Donations, too, had fallen from 
£336 14s. 8d. to £267 4s. 10d. 

For the third time in succession, Mr. H. 
Greville Montgomery gave a dance at 
Olympia during the Building Exhibition in 
aid of architectural relief schemes, but where 
the Architects’ Unemployment. Relief Fund 
benefited formerly, the whole of the proceeds 
this year were given to the Architects’ Bene- 
volent Society. As before, the organisation 
of the dance was in the hands of Mrs. 
Lanchester, the chairman of the R.I.B.A. 
Social Committee. The sum of £212 4s. 6d. 
was received, which, added to a further sum 
of £173 given by Mr. Montgomery as a 
special gate-money donation, made an im- 
pressive and welcome addition to the funds 
of £385 4s. 6d., for which the Council wished 
to express their very warm appreciation. 


Insurance receipts appeared to have fallen, 
various cheques for commission due in 1936 
not having been paid before the end of the 
year. If these had been received they would 
have brought the amount up to close on £600. 
The Council, however, felt: very strongly that 
the scheme should receive greater support 
from the general body of the architectural 
profession. Special terms in life assurance. 
pension and family provision, sickness and 
accident, and motor-car insurance were avail- 
able to members of the Institute, and the 
Council wished to point out that it was to 
their advantage as well as to the benefit of 
the Architects’ Benevolent Society that they 
should make use of the special facilities that 
are offered. 

In conclusion, the Council would like to 
urge upon architects the desirability of sup- 
porting their Benevolent Society. In_ pre- 
carious professions like architecture it was 
mevitable that at one time or another some 
members or some members’ dependants would 
be in need of help. The Society had been 
built up by voluntary, contributions both in 
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donations and subscriptions, and to discharge 
its functions properly a large subscription list 
was urgently needed. They would like to 
appeal not only to members of the Society 
but to other architects who had not yet con- 
tributed, to send a subscription, however 
small, for 1937, so that bigger grants might 
be given to those who needed them.

Finishing Woodwork: Price Adjustment. 


Str,—The specification for a house, which 
was completed last year, reads for interior 
woodwork : Clean, prepare, and stop all in- 
ternal woodwork, except oak, and apply two 
coats of scumble or other approved stain or 
carbolineum to approved tint. 

A variation occurred, and all the interior 
woodwork was painted four coats. The job 
was done without priced schedules. The 
architect and ourselves have agreed the price 
for painting, but cannot agree to the amount 
per yard to be deducted for the stain or car- 
bolineum. When pricing the job we allowed 
for using carbolineum. 

We shall be grateful if you can let us have 
your opinion as to what is a fair price per 
yard. 


Lime Plaster and Keene’s Setting Coat: 
Possible Interaction. 


Srr,—Would your readers kindly give me 
their opinion and advice as under :— 

In the specification of a job I am interested 
in as regards plastering it reads: ‘‘ Walls: 
Render float in lime plaster on walls and set 
in Keene’s cement.”’ 

This has been done, and then the walls 
have been painted with one undercoat and 
one gloss paint. There are great ‘“‘ ‘burst- 
ings’’ and blisterings all over the place. I 
can only think: that it is not practicable to 
plaster in lime and set in Keene’s. Am I 
right; and what can I do to remedy the 
defect ? : J. B. 


ANSWERS. 
Setting Out Walls Curved on Plan. 


[Answers To “R. S. S.,’’ May 7.] 
Str,—Sufficient number of points on the 
line of thé wall should be computed by setting 
out off-sets and a rigid triangular frame 
made which will touch two points with the 
apex of the frame touching an intermediate 
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point on the same curve. By sliding the 
frame against the original two points, the 
apex will trace a true circle. This system is 
based on the proposition that the angles on 
one arc of a circle are equal. Serrer Ovr. 


Srr,—The problem set by “R. 8, 8,” 
should be perfectly simple. The work can be 
done with the help of (a) two theodolites, 
(6) one theodolite and a steel band, or (c) a 
steel band and ordinary offsets, To explain 
the procedure in detail would require con- 
siderable space, but if ‘“‘R. S. 8.” would 
communicate with me direct (at 36, Hall-lane, 
Upminster, Essex) I think I could very soon 
complete the work. J. A. Story. 


Smr,—Make a T (the bigger the better) 
and cut the top edge on a curve to fit the 
frontage line; place the T so that the centre 
of the curved top edge coincides with one of 
the corners of the frontage and the stem of 
the T lies along the line of the end wall; 
drive in pegs along the frontage in contact 
with the curved edge of the T, move the T 
round the pegs, drive in more pegs and con- 
tinue in this way along the frontage (the stem 
of the T always pointing along a radial line). 

Tf “R. 8. 8." has access to an open space 
big enough to strike the circle he can make 
his own T; otherwise he should have it made 
by a template maker The line of the end 
wall can, of course, be set out by means of 
the angle that it makes with the straight line 
joining the two corners of the frontage. 


THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Building Materials Cost. 


Mr. SuHort asked the Minister of Health 
whether the tenders for houses and public 
works which came before the Ministry showed 
considerable increases; if so, whether this 
was due to the rising cost of steel and other 
materials; and whether he proposed to take 
any action in the interests of local autho- 
rities. 

Srr K. Woop said that there had been 
some increase in recent tenders for houses 
and public works, averaging from 5 to 10 
per cent. This rise was mainly due to 
increases in the cost of certain materials, 
including steel and in rates of wages. He 
need hardly add that the situation was being 
kept under review in all its aspects. 


Non-Parlour One-Bedroom Houses. 


Mr. Wuirtetey asked the Minister of Health 
whether non-parlour houses with one bedroom 
now being built were being admitted for 
Government subsidy. 

Strr K. Woop said that such houses 
attracted subsidy when they were built as 
replacement houses in respect of slum-clear- 
ance operations, or, where the circumstances 
warranted it, when they were provided for 
the abatement of overcrowding. 

In reply to a further question Str K. Woop 
said that approximately 60 per cent, of the 
non-parlour dwellings with one bedroom ap- 
proved in England and Wales since 1930 had 
been or were being erected to rehouse persons 
displaced from unfit houses. The remainder 
were to meet general housing needs and the 
relief of overcrowding. 


Historic Buildings in Scotland. 


Mr. Henperson Stewart asked the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland what steps he was 
taking to prevent the continued destruction 
of buildings having historic or amenity value. 

Mr. Ettior said that the Department of 
Health. obtained from the National Trust 
and brought to the attention of local autho- 
rities particulars of dwelling-houses which 
the Trust considered to be worthy of preser- 
vation. The department had power to give 
to local authorities directions regarding the 
preservation of buildings of architectural, 
historic or artistic interest which were 
affected by the Housing Acts, and he was 
prepared to use.this power wherever the cir- 
cumstances would justify him in doing so.

BUILDING LAWS AND REGULATIONS —XX 


NOTES ON “THE RESTRICTION OF RIBBON DEVELOPMENT ACT OF 1935.”’ 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., F.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.I. 
(Author of * Estimating for Buildings and Public Works,’’ etc.) 


The chief points of this Act are :— 
1. The power to adopt standard widths for 


roads. These are stated as minima of 60, 80, 
100, 120, 140 and 160ft. Roads of any kind 
are not affected until adoptive measures are 
taken. 


2. To restrict building development on a 


road, chiefly with a view to preventing undue 
access on to the road. 
this came into force immediately upon the 
passing of the Act, but for other roads adop- 
tive Measures are necessary. 
Authority have no control over the designs 
of buildings, nor indeed over their location 
(subject to building line), other than in con- 
nection with access from the road. 


For classified roads, 


The Highway 


5. Extension of powers of local authorities 


with regard to parking-places. 


4. Power to control the provision of means 


of entrance and egress, etc., as a condition 
of approval of building plans. 


Before proceeding with the discussion of 


the Act in detail, the definition of terms in 
Section 24 are quoted thus :— 


24 (1). In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires, the following expres- 
sions have the meanings hereby. respec- 
tively assigned to them, that is to say :— 

“ Agriculture”’ includes horticulture 
when carried on as a trade or business, 
and the use of land for any purpose of 
husbandry, whether as arable, meadow, 
pasture-ground or orchard, or for the 
— or breeding of livestock or 
poultry, or for the purpose of a planta- 

tion or a wood, or for the growth of sale- 

able underwood; and “ agricultural” 
has a corresponding meaning. 

“Building” includes neither fences, 
gates, posts, masts, ornaments or other 
similar structures or erections required 
for the purposes of agriculture or of any 
dwelling-house or garden occupied with 
a dwelling-house, nor greenhouses or 
summerhouses required in connection 
with any such garden, nor temporary 
tents or scaffolding required for any 
purpose, but save as aforesaid includes 
any structure or erection of whatsoever 
material and in whatsoever manner con- 
structed, and any part of a building. 

“ Burial ground”? means any church- 
yard, cemetery or other ground, whether 
consecrated or not, set apart for the 
purpose of interment. 

‘ Chief officer of police ’’ has the same 
meaning as in the Police Pensions Act, 
1921. 

“ Classified road ” means a road classi- 
fied by the Minister under the Ministry 
of Transport Act, 1919, in Class I or 
Class II or any class declared by him 
to be not inferior to those classes for 
the aa of the Local Government 
Act, 1929. : ‘ 

““Contravention,” in relation to any 
restriction or condition, includes any 
failure to comply with that restriction or 
condition. ; 

‘‘ Excavation,” in relation to any piece 
of land, does not include any workings 
which do not pierce the surface of that 
piece of land. : 

“Land” includes land covered with 
water and any right in, over, or under 
land. : 

“Means of access” includes any 
means of access, whether private or 
public, for vehicles or for foot passen- 
gers, and includes any street. 

‘Middle of the road”’ means, in rela- 
tion to any road for the improvement 
of which plans have been prepared » by 

_ the highway authority with the approval 
of the Minister, the middle of the road 
as proposed to be improved in accord- 
ance with the plans, and in cases where 
no such plans have been prepared the 
points halt-way between the boundaries 


of the road. ay 
“Minister”? means the Minister of 


Transport.

“Planning authority” means, in rela- 
tion to any land subject to a planning 
scheme or a resolution to prepare or 
adopt such a scheme, the authority hav- 
ing power to control the development or 
interim development of that land, and 
in paragraph (c) of sub-section (1) of 
Section three of this Act includes any 
tribunal or authority to whom an appeal 
lies from any decision given by an 
er having such power as afore- 
said. 

“Planning scheme ’”’ means a scheme 
under the Town Planning Act, 1925, or 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1932, or under any enactment repealed 
by either of those Acts. 

‘Proposed road’? means land upon 
which, in accordance with plans ap- 
proved by the Minister, a highway autho- 
rity are for the time being constructing 
or intending to construct a highway or 
part of a highway shown in ‘hs plans, 
which will be repairable by the inhabi- 
tants at large. 

“ Railway Neer, ag | ” has the same 
meaning as in the Regulation of Rail- 
ways Act, 1873. 

“Road”? means a highway repairable 
by the inhabitants at large, and includes 
any part of such a highway and any 
proposed road and any bridge over 
which such a highway passes or a pro- 
posed road is intended to pass. 

‘Statutory undertakers”? means any 
persons authorised by any _ public, 
eneral or local Act or Order having the 
orce of an Act to construct, work 
or carry on any railway, canal, inland 
navigation, dock, harbour, tramway, 
trolley vehicle, light railway, gas, elec- 
tricity, water or other public under- 
rage 
(2). For the purposes of this Act a 

person shall not be deemed to have con- 
structed, formed, or laid out any means 
of access to or from a road by reason only 
of his having taken away, or omitted to 
maintain, any fence or gate. 

(3). Except where the context otherwise 
requires, references in this Act to any 
enactment or to any provision of any 
enactment, shall be construed as_ refer- 
ences to that enactment or provision as 
amended by any subsequent enactment, 
including this Act. 


‘ Building ’’ in the Act differs in definition 


from that of the Roads Improvement Act of 
1925, and is not so comprehensive in its ap- 
plication. The term ‘‘ excavation ’’ permits 
tunnelling in certain ways.

Agricultural Lands Taxation. 

The passing of the Tithe Act, 1936 (which 
extinguished tithe rentcharge and substituted 
redemption annuities for a period of 60 years), 
is the main reason for the issue of a new 
edition of ‘‘ The Agricultural Landowner’s 
Handbook on Taxation,’ by Mr. R. Strachan 
Gardiner, Secretary to the Central Land- 
owners’ Association, which has a membership 
of nearly 12,000 owners of rural land. The 
older tithe law is not wholly repealed, and the 
previous chapter on tithe rentcharge has been 
amplified by a comprehensive summary of the 
new Act. Generally, the book has been care- 
fully revised to incorporate all changes in 
taxation law by recent legislation. Having 
regard to the increasing number of estate com- 
panies, the chapter dealing with them has 
been extended, and with the object of pro- 
viding a comprehensive guide to taxation for 
the owner and manager of land, a new chapter 
is added on stamp duties, licence duties and 
national insurance contributions. The hand- 
book is published at the head offices of the 
Association, 7, Charles-street, St. James's 
square, London, S.W.1, and is obtainable in 
cloth boards, price 7s.

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PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
OF THE TRADE MARKS LAW 


Ir a Bill now before Parliament becomes 
law, certain of the provisions will result in 
material changes to the present Trade 
Marks Act, and as it is impossible to refer 
to all the proposed amendments in a short 
article, only those of general importance will 
be dealt with. 

Perhaps the most important proposed 
amendment is in connection with the assign- 
ment of trade marks. Under the present 
Act, a trade mark can only be assigned 
together with the goodwill of the business 
associated therewith. It is now Bore 
that a trade mark shall be assignable either 
jn connection with the.goodwill or without. 
This amendment will enable a trader to 
assign, say, one trade mark in respect of 
certain goods whilst retailing his business 
under other trade marks. Certain provisions 
are, however, made to prevent any such 
assignment from causing confusion or lead- 
ing to deception. ere 

Another important. provision is the creation 
of “registered users’”’ trade marks. It is 

ed that a person other than the pro- 
prietor of the trade mark rt ? be registered 
as the ‘‘registered user’’ thereof, subject 
to the consent of the registered proprietor. 
One important advantage of this proposal is 
that subsidiary companies can be registered 
as users, whilst the parent company is regis- 
tered as proprietor. This provision appears 
to be the equivalent of licensing the use of a 
registered trade mark, 
he Bill also contains provision for the 
registration of ‘‘ defensive’’ trade marks. 
Where a trade mark consisting of an invented 
word has become so well known in respect 
of certain goods for which it is registered 
that its use for other goods would be taken 
as indicating a connection between the pro- 
prietors of the mark and such other goods, 
then the proprietors may register the mark 
as a ‘‘ defensive mark ’’ in respect of goods 
which they have no intention of handling. 
Under the present Act no trade mark can 
be validly registered without user or intended 
user in respect of the goods for which it is 
registered. 

It is also proposed that a person can regis- 
ter a mark without any intention to use it 
if a company is about to be formed, and that 
the applicant for registration intends to 
assign the mark to the company, when 
formed. Further, an application may be 
made by an applicant for registration who 
has no intention of using, accompanied by 
an application for registration of a person as 
registered user. 

farks registered under the present Act 
have to be renewed every 14 years, but it is 
proposed in the Bill that in iuture registra- 
tions will have to be renewed at the end of 
the first seven years, and then every 14 
years. At present a mark is on record for 14 
years, even if the proprietor has never used 
it, and can only be. removed if @ person 
aggrieved, e.g., @ person wishing to register 
the same mark, applies to take the mark off 
the register. ‘The new provision should 
avoid the retention of old and unused ob- 
structive marks on the register. 

It is proposed to give the register power 
to advise whether a trade mark appears to 
him to. be inherently adapted to distinguish 
or he capable of distinguishing the goods of 
the applicant. If the registrar’s advice is in 
the affirmative, and the registrar on appli- 
cation for registration, after investigation and 
consideration, objects on the ground that 
the mark is not adapted to distinguish or 
capable of distinguishing, then the appli- 
cant may withdraw the application iad have 
repaid to him the filing fee. Under the pre- 
sent Act, the registrar will give'a prima facie 
opinion, but should the opinion be changed 
after application has been lodged; and the 
mark refused, the applicant loses his’ filing

sergpee. » of the daylight illumination, 
which ought to be provided for clerical 
workers, is becoming of increasing importance 
in designing an office building. A report issued 
by the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research (Illumination Research Tech- 
nical Paper No. 19, ‘‘ Daylight Illumination 
Necessary for Clerical Work,’’ published by 
H.M. Stationery Office, price 6d. net) de- 
scribes an investigation into the problem 
carried out by the National Physical Labora- 
tory. in which a mechanical method was used 
for the first time to find the value of daylight 
illumination below which the average worker 
would turn on artificial light. The results 
indicate that some of the minimum standards 
of illumination suggested in the past are too 
low.  Typists, for example, seem to need a 
daylight illumination of at least five foot- 
candles. The report shows how the results 
can be applied to finding the average time 
throughout the year at which it might be ex- 
pected that a worker would have to have 
recourse to artificial light.

BUILDER’S CLAIM UNDER AGR 
FOR BUILDING FLATS. —— 


_ McKay v. Simmonds. 

In this case the plaintiff, Mr. Alexande 
Maxwell Leighton McKay, a builder, of 
West Side, Wimbledon Common, Surre 

; i! y; 
claimed to recover £6,755 as being due t 
him under an agreement for erecting two 
blocks of flats at Wimbledon Hill from the 
defendant, Mr. Charles George Simmonds, of 
2, Emerson-court, Wimbledon Hill-road, - 

The plaintiff also claimed rectification of 
the agreement. 

The flats in question were erected on two 
sites known as Emerson-court and Hill-cour} 
Wimbledon Hill, the work being completed 
in April, 1936. 

The plaintiff's case was that by an agree. 
ment made in August, 1934, the defendant 
agreed to pay him £10,000 as remuneration, 
it being a term of the agreement that this 
sum should not be affected by any variation 
in the building specifications. It was further 
agreed that the buildings should not cost 
more than £50,000, and that if the total ex. 
pense did exceed that sum, then the amount 
to be paid to the plaintiff by defendant 
should abate by a sum equivalent to 50 per 
cent. of the excess cost. Defendant had only 
paid plaintiff £3,245 under the agreement. 

Plaintiff alleged that the total expenditure 
amounted to £49,338, including £6,766 net 
increase in the cost due to variations, and 
that the defendant, in breach of the terms 
of the agreement, had sought to include the 
said sum of £6,766, and other items amount- 
ing to £13,826, of which £8,000 was the cost 
of the land on which the flats were erected, 
in the total amount expended. 

The plaintiff gave evidence that in 19% 
he and the defendant discussed the acquisi- 
tion of Hazlewood and Hill-court, Wimble- 
don Hill, with the idea of building blocks of 
flats and then selling them. He looked upon 
the agreement as a guarantee that the build- 
ings would cost £50,000, not including the 
cost of the land. He denied that there was 
any discussion between them to the effect 
that the blocks of flats would realise £70,000. 

The defendant, in the course of his evi- 
dence, stated that the plaintiff had built 
Spencer-court, at Raynes Park, for him, and 
that they saw each other practically every 
day and discussed the purchase of Hazle- 
wood and Hill-court and the erection of flats. 
He told plaintiff that if he could get the 
properties for a certain figure then he (defend- 
ant) would find the finance and they would 
go ‘‘fifty-fifty’’ in the profits. Plaintiff 
agreed to that, and ultimately they pur 
chased the two properties for £4,000 each. 
He (defendant) had estimated the total cost 
of building the flats, including the cost of 
the land, at £50,000, and that he could sell 
the flats for £70,000, and he told plaintiff 
that it worked out at £10,000 for each of 
them, subject to the costs not exceeding the 
estimates. He was advised that the “ fifty- 
fifty’? way would mean a partnership, and 
that the agreement would have to be made 
out on the basis of “‘ fifty-fifty.’’ It was 
suggested that the plaintiff should be defi 
nitely offered £10,000, subject to the original 
estimates not being exceeded, and in July 
his solicitors wrote a letter to the plaintiff to 
that effect. To his (defendant’s) mind he 
and plaintiff were going to share the profits 
and all the time he thought he would get 
£70,000 for the flats. e had sold the 
ground rents of the buildings for £33,000, 
subject to leases of 99 years at £650 -and 
£750 a year. 

After hearing further evidence and - the 
arguments of counsel, his lordship gave judg:

Lifts for the Blind. 

Messrs. Marryat and Scott, Litd., the lift 
manufacturers, of 75, Clerkenwell-road, Lon- 
don, E.C., a that they have the contract 
for the installation of six lifts for St. Dun- 
stan’s Convalescent Home, Brighton. The 
work is to be done under the direction of 
Sir John Burnet, Tait and Lorne, the 
architects, and will be specially designed for 
the safe conveyance of and for use by blind 
persons. It is believed that this is the first 
occasion in this country upon which the facili- 
ties of vertical transport have been offered to 
blind persons with the same ease and safety 
as if they were in the full possession of their 
faculties. 


Coronation Floodlighting and Illumination. 
Holophane floodlighting, we learn, is being 
very extensively used for Coronation illu- 
mination.

Sale of Freehold Sites in Westminster. 

The rebuilding of Westminster Hospital on 
its new site, St. John’s-gardens, Horseferry- 
road, has reached a stage at which it is 
possible to offer for sale and early occupation 
two valuable freehold sites, now occupied by 
the Medical School and the Nurses’ Home. 
Substantial private offers having already 
been made, the sites are to be put to the 
test of public auction at the London Auction 
Mart on June 1. The properties will be 
offered by Messrs. Herring, Son and Daw, 
117, Victoria-street, 8.W.1, sole agents for 
the hospital. The Medical School occupies a 
prominent corner in Caxton-street, No. 12, 
near Caxton Hall, and covers a site area of 
about 5,000 sq. ft., with a frontage on Caxton- 
street of about 59 ft., and a return frontage 
on Palmer-street of about 124 ft. The 
Nurses’ Home, 27, Queen Anne’s-gate, is a 
favourably placed freehold, midway between 
Birdcage Walk and St. James’s Park Under- 
ground Station, built of brick and erected in 
1874. It has a frontage of about 46 ft., a 
depth of about 72 ft., and a site area of about 
3,000 ft. 


Plant Purchases. 
The whole plant of the Park Royal Power 
Station, owned by the Great Western Rail- 
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way, has been bought by Messrs. George 
Cohen, Sons and Co., Ltd., engineers and 
machinery merchants, of 600, Commercial. 
road, London, E.14; Leeds; Swansea, etc. It 
includes ten large Babcock and Wilcox boilers 
five of which have already been acquired for 
immediate use by a busy South Wales steel. 
works; seven electric generating sets, three 
being turbo-alternators of 1,500 kilowatts 
each; and a battery weighing no less than 
45 tons. Another purchase by this firm is the 
entire plant and machinery of the Rose Works 
at Swansea and the Phonix and Crown 
Works at Port Talbot, of British Briquettes, 
Ltd. The total weight of the plant exceeds 
5,000 tons, and local labour will be employed 
to assist in its dismantling. Two unusual 
items are new and unused electrical generating 
sets of 1,100 kilowatts. 


Glazing and the Drawing Office. 


A new drawing office has been completed at 
the Oxford factory of the Pressed Steel Com- 
pany, Ltd., makers of motor-car bodies and 
refrigerators. It is 140 ft. by 40 ft., and 
the roof is entirely glazed with ‘‘ Thermo. 
lux.’’ This glass, which consists of a layer 
of horizontally-arranged spun glass, her- 
metically sealed between two sheets of 
polished glass, diffuses the light in such a 
way as completely to eliminate shadows. In 
addition, it insulates inst heat and cold, 
so that a room fitted with it becomes neither 
too hot in summer nor too cold in winter. 
We learn that measurements taken on Feb- 
ruary 26 last, at 2 p.m., with the sun obscured 
by broken nimbus clouds, gare a light 
intensity on the drawing boards of 400 foot- 
candles. Measurements taken a few minutes 
later in the old drawing office, which has a 
north light fitted with frosted glass, gave 
‘a figure of between 50 and 60 foot-candles. 
We are further informed that in comparing 
the intensity of the light in the old and the 
new drawing offices, it must be noted that 
the frosted glass had retained a certain 
amount of dirt—mainly carborundum dust, 
steel grit and oil. ‘‘ Thermolux ”’ glass, it 


is stated, does not harbour any dirt at all 


on account of its smooth surfaces. Details 
are available from 1, Albemarle-street, W.1.
